Vitek Endorses Plan ... 


State Prison Proposal 
Launched Once More

Long stranded on the shoals of 


legislative-executive disagree- 
ment, Nebraska's three-year-old 
proposal for a new state prison 
set sail again Tuesday night. 


Its launching was auspicious, 


conducted during the first live 
televised hearing of a legislative 
committee, and with the support 
of key legislative and executive 
officials. 


Sens. Roland Luedtke of Lin- 


coln and John Cavanaugh m of 
Omaha, who disagreed on the 
particulars of prison reform in 
the 1974 Legislature, joined 
forces to present the new plan. 


And it won the endorsement 


of State Correctional Services 
Director Joseph Vitek, who said 
the proposal represents "the 
joint concern" of Gov. J. James 
Exon. 


The governor's proposed 


budget would provide funds to 
implement most features of the 
plan, contained in LB417. 


Not only does the bill provide 


for construction of a new $10 
million prison to replace the 
Men's Reformatory in Lincoln, 
but it proposes a multiple ap- 
proach to correctional reform 
which appears to meet the objec- 
tions of most past critics of the 
prison proposal. 


It provides flexibility in penal 


reform designed to overcome 
the failures of the current prison 
system, Luedtke said. 


"It would attack the problem 


with every weapon available to 
the state," Cavanaugh said. 


Included in the arsenal of 


weapons is a Cavanaugh concern 


— the implementation of a 
community-based 
correctional 


pilot project in the Omaha area 
to provide educational, social 
and work release opportunities 
for offenders. 


That project would get un- 


derway by Jan. 1. 


The new prison in Lincoln, 


designed to house no more than 
300 inmates in a medium- 
minimum security facility, 
would be under construction by 
July 1,1976. 


Other provisions in the bill in- 


clude a reorganization of the 
Department of Correctional Ser- 
vices and the implementation of 
jail standards, with inspections 
by the department and enforce- 
ment by the District Courts. 


All told, the proposals in 


LB417 should mark "the first big 
step to humanize the correc- 
tional process in Nebraska," 
Douglas Andrews of the 
Nebraska Correctional Associa- 
tion told the Legislature's 
Judiciary Committee. 


•The lengthy public hearing, 


telecast from educational televi- 
sion network studios in Lincoln, 
was the first live broadcast of a 
Unicameral committee hearing 
in history. 


Luedtke said the new prison in 


Lincoln is needed if institutional 
program improvements are to be 
fully effective. 


The cell block bricks in what 


Luedtke described as "the ret- 
ting Reformatory" were the 
bricks originally used to pave 0 
Street in Lincoln, he said, and 
the steel in the cells was dis- 
carded from Joliet Prison in 


Illinois more than fifty years 
ago. 


Some facilities at the institu- 


tion fail to meet health and safe- 
ty standards, he said. 


(LB417 does not provide for 


capital improvements at the 
penitentiary 
—• but later 


legislative and exetutive 
proposals will call for the 
replacement of housing units at 
that institution.) 


District Judge William 


Hastings of Lincoln endorsed the 
plan as "? good step along the 
trail to penal reform." 


Other supporters included 


representatives of the Women's 
Lobby and several correction- 
oriented organizations. 


The committee was presented 


a number of proposed 
amendments, many of them 
dealing with the special needs of 
women offenders. 


Also attracting wide support at 


the hearing was another bill, 
LB275, which would provide due 
process standards for prisoners 
in disciplinary procedures and 
review of grievances. 


The proposal, sponsored by 


the committee itself, grew out of 
a U.S. Supreme Court decision in 
a case involving an inmate at the 
Nebraska Penal Complex. 


Lincoln attorney Douglas 


Duchek, who represented the in- 
mate in the case, said the court 
"set out minimum due process 
standards" for prisoners. 


The bill would place 


limitations or restrictions on the 
use of punishment, disciplinary 
action, solitary confinement and 
other enforcement procedures. 


Merit May Become Issue 
For State Salary Raises 


In a surprise move, the 


Legislature's Appropriations 
Committee Tuesday reopened 
the state employe salary issue 
with an eye toward providing 
funds for merit pay increases for 
some state workers. 


Discussion centered on several 


alternatives which could give 
some employes greater salary in- 
creases 
than 
those 


recommended by Gov. J. James 
Exon and tentatively approved 
by the committee. 


Conversely, employes who did 


not qualify for merit boosts 
would receive smaller hikes than 
those provided in the governor's 
plan. 


Exon proposed a 5% pay hike 


plus $468 for all full-time state 
employes in fiscal 1975-76. 


The committee has tentatively 


endorsed that proposal on a 6-3 
vote. 


The salary issue was revived 


Tuesday when Legislative Fiscal 
Analyst Eldin Ebrlich outlined a 
number of alternative plans for 
committee consideration. 


Debate centered on proposals 


to provide 3% or 4% boosts, plus 
$468, for each employe, while 
appropriating an additional 2% 
or 3% of state agency salary 
budgets to fund individual merit 


lure 


pay hikes which could range up 
to 10%. 


The idea would be to provide 


extra salary increases for good or 
outstanding employes. 


Allowing merit pay hikes to 


"reward a good employe" is an 
essential element in encouraging 
productive work, Ehrlicb 
suggested. 


The new alternatives also in- 


clude a proposal to wipe out the 
steps in the current state- pay 
plan, replacing them with 
minimum and maximum salary 
ranges for each pay grade. 


In the meantime, a new salary 


survey would be undertaken to 
compare state government wage 
levels with those in private 
enterprise. 


If the committee adopts one of 


the alternatives, Ehrlich noted, 
the state employe could no 
longer expect an automatic 5% 
wage hike each year, but would 
be judged on performance. 


As it is now, Sen. Richard 
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Marvel of Hastings noted, state 
employes expect at least 5% 
each year. 


"They say you're only giving 


us $468 for the coming year," 
Marvel said. "They say they 
would get the 5% anyway." 


Each step in the pay plan 


translates into a salary hike of 
about 5% a year. 


The new alternatives would 


also tend to eliminate longevity 
as the key factor in salary 
rewards, Sen. Douglas Bereuter 
of Utica pointed out. 


Sen. Harold Simpson of Lin- 


coln said be has "qualms" about 
the merit pay proposal, since ad- 
ministrators would be tempted 
to "take care of their baddies." 


Merit increases are now 


provided, in effect, through 
rectification within the state 
pay plan, he said. 


The new alternatives could 


create "more dissatisfaction 
than we have now," Sen. Leslie 
Stull of Alliance cautioned. 


Most alternatives discussed by 


the committee would add about 
$2 million to the estimated $12 
million state tax cost of the Exon 
proposal. 


Marvel, the committee chair- 


man, said he hopes senators will 
reach a 
final decision 


Wednesday. 


In other action, the committee 


gave its approval to a $124.4 
million Department of Public 
Welfare budget, which blends 
recommendations from Exon 
and those constructed by the 
legislative fiscal office. 


The budget includes the 


expenditure of $41.6 million in 
state tax funds. 


The comparable 1974-75 figure 


is $37.6 million. 


Included are $58.3 million to 


fund medicaid payments for 
welfare recipients, $25.5 million 
for aid to dependent children 
and $3 million for supplemental 
state payments to the aged, blind 
and disabled. 


The committee accepted 


Exon's recommendation to fully 
match available federal funds to 
provide social services for 
welfare recipients, including day 
care programs for ADC families 
and homemaker, chore and 
transportation services for the 
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Chicago Mayor Daley 
Heads For Sixth Term 


CHICAGO (AP) — Mayor Richard J. 


Daley, attacked for his age, health and 
charges of corruption in his Democratic 
party, shoved back his first primary 
election challenge in 20 years Tuesday 
and headed toward a sixth term as mayor. 


Daley, 72, rolled up one of his most im- 


pressive victories as he defeated three 
candidates who had posed the most for- 
midable challenge for the City Hall office 
which made Daley one of the nation's 
most powerful mayors and earned him a 
seat in the inner circle of the national 
Democratic party. 


With 2,898 of 3,146 precincts counted, 


Daley had 428,539 votes to 215,904 for his 
major rival, liberal independent City 
Council member William S. Singer, who 
began his primary campaign 18 months 
ago and reportedly sp^nt more than $700,- 
000 to dethrone Daley. 


Daley is virtually certain of victory in 


the general election in April. Chicago has 
not elected a Republican mayor since 
1927. 


Despite cold, snowy weather, 


Tuesday's primary drew a record 800,000 
of 1.5 million registered voters. 


Some observers had viewed the 


massive turnout as hopeful for Singer and 
the other challengers. Instead, it was 
another affirmation of the Daley 
organization's power in getting out the 
vote for the mayor, whose tenure on the 
fifth floor of City Hall has earned him the 
nickname, "The Man on Five." 


The other two candidates in the 


Democratic race were black state Sen. 
Richard Newhouse and former 
prosecutor Edward V. Hanrahan. 


Neither man proved to be a factor in 


the race as Newbouse received 42,932 
votes or 7 per cent, and Hanrahan bad 30,- 
332 or 3 per cent. 


Daley's opposition in the April 1 elec- 


* tion is expected to be Republican City 


Council member John Hoellen who 
appeared headed toward a victory over 
two minor opponents but was losing a re- 
electon bid for alderman in his own North 
Side ward. 


Washington — President Ford 


and Secretary of State Kissinger 
said Tuesday the Cambodian 
government would fall to 
Communist-led insurgents in a 
few weeks unless Congress ap- 
proved the administration's $222 
million supplemental aid request 
soon. 


In separate remarks, Ford and 


Kissinger intensified what has 
become a desperate administra- 
tion effort to persuade a reluc- 
tant Congress to come to Cam- 
bodia's support and fend off vir- 
tually certain collapse. 


"An independent Cambodia 


cannot survive unless the 
Congress acts very soon to 
provide supplemental military 
and economic assistance," Ford 
said in a letter to House Speaker 
Carl Albert. "If additional 
military assistance is withheld or 
delayed, the government forces 
will be forced, within weeks, to 
surrender to the insurgents." 


Kissinger, referring to an 


"immediate emergency" in 
Phnom Penh, told a news con- 
ference that "if a supplemental 
(appropriation) is not voted 
within the next few weeks, it is 
certain that Cambodia must fall 
because it will run out of am- 
munition." 


Speaking in slow, deliberate 


manner, Kissinger said: 


"Therefore, the decision 


before us is whether the United 
States will withhold ammunition 
from a country which has been 
associated with us and which, 
clearly, wishes to defend itself. 
This is a serious responsibility to 
take." 


Ford, after listing Cambodia's 


urgent military and economic 
needs, said, "This is a moral 
question that must be faced 
squarely." 


"Are we to deliberately aban- 


don a small country in the midst 
of its life and death struggle?" 
he asked. "Is the United States, 
which so far has consistently 
stood by its friends through the 
most difficult of times, now to 
condemn, in effect, a small 
Asian nation totally dependent 
upon us?" 


"We cannot escape this 


responsibility,"Ford continued. 
"Our national security and the 
integrity of our alliances depend 
upon our reputation as a reliable 


partner. Countries around the 
world who depend on us for sup- 
port as well as their foes — will 
judge our performance." 


Kissinger, whose demeanor 


was unusually grave when he 
discussed Southeast Asia, 
covered a wide range of issues in 
his news conference. But the 
main focus of attention was on 
the administration's effort to 
convince Congress that 
American credibility demanded 
a continuation of aid. 


"I know it is fashionable to 


sneer at the words 'domino 
theory,'" Kissinger said. "I 
think this is a very grave matter 
on which serious people have 
had a divided opinion. And 
we've been torn apart by the 
Vietnam war long enough. But I 
do not believe we can escape this 
problem by assuming the 
responsibility of condemning 
those who have dealt with us to a 
certain destruction." 


Other areas covered by 


Kissinger included: 


Middle East — He stressed 


that for there to be an Egyptian- 
Israeli agreement on the Sinai 
there must be a "visible" docu- 
ment that can be presented to 
the Israeli parliament for ap- 
proval. This was the first time he 
had publicly said Egypt would 
have to agree in writing to con- 
cessions that it would have to 
make in return for the Abu 
Rudeis oilfields and the strategic 
Mitla and Gidi mountain passes. 


India — Kissinger said the 


comment by Foreign Minister Y. 
B. Cavan in New Delhi Tuesday 
on the lifting of the American 
arms embargo to Pakistan was 
"restrained and statesmanlike" 
and allows for continuation in an 
improvement of Indian- 
American relations. 


Spain — Asked about 


published reports in Spain that 
the Spanish government was 
asking the United States to give 
up rights to the use of some air 
bases such as Torrejon near 
Madrid in the current security 
negotiations, Kissinger said the 
reports were "inaccurate" since 
the United States had not been 
asked to give up any bases. 


Ethiopia — Kissinger said 


the United States "had not come 
close" to making a decision with 
regard to the Eritrean rebels. 


Some $13 million will be 


provided for such services, only 
$1.9 million of which involves 
state tax funds. 


Ward Captain 
1 Of 5 Arrested 


Chicago (UPI) — At least five persons, in- 


cluding a Democratic precinct captain, were 
arrested and 800 complaints of voting irregularities 
received Tuesday in the mayoralty primary elec- 
tion. 


U.S. District Judge Bernard M. Decker 


ordered the arrest of Samuel Vaughan, 34th Ward 
Democratic precinct captain, for allegedly dis- 
tributing a pamphlet that implied anyone who 
didn't vote for Mayor Richard J. Daley would have 
a hard time getting a city job. 


"Let's face it, folks. Without clout in Chicago, 


you're powerless," the pamphlet said in part. 


Of the more than 800 complaints received by 


the Chicago Board of Election and the office of 
State's Atty. Bernard Carey, officials said most 
were minor and involved electioneering too close 
to polling places. 


Some voters charged that voting machines had 


votes already rung up before the arrival of the first 
voter, that polling places failed to open promptly or 
that election judges refused to use all voting 
machines available. 


Authorities said Mrs. Lonnie Easley, 42, a 


Democratic election judge, and her daughter, 
Cathy, 19, a Republican election judge, were 
arrested for allegedly giving illegal assistance to 
elderly voters in a South Side ward. 
'Little Hobo' Loses 


Sheridan, Co.lo. (UPI) — Two women walked 


into the Little Hobo Drive-in Restaurant Tuesday, 
took $36 from the cash register and got away clean 
as police officers watched. 


The women were Internal Revenue Service 


agents collecting part of the $313.82 the govern- 
ment said owner John Grandbouche owes in Social 
Security pnd self-employment taxes. 


"1 don't mind paying a legal, constitutional tax," 


the restaurant owner said. "I do object to paying 
for my own slavery." 


Grandbouche called police when the IRS 


agents showed up. 


"He kept insisting that he wanted to swear out 


a warrant to arrest the federal agents, but we can't 
do that," said Sgt. Dale Carter.

Student Can Erase Lapse 
By ^Academic Bankruptcy1

In one shuddering semester, 


that can blow a hard-earned 
grade-point average for a 
University of Nebraska-Lincoln 
student, possible jeopardizing 
his chances for a competitive 
job. 


The UNL Faculty Senate 


decided Tuesday — with some 
reservations — that UNL 
students may declare "academic 
bankruptcy," and write off from 
degree consideration one of two 
complete semesters of dis- 
astrous grades. 


The proposal by the Faculty 


Senate grading committee, to go 
into effect immediately, was ap- 
proved on a voice vote with con- 
siderable opposition. 


Under the new policy, all 


grades a student received for the 
semester during which he 
requests bankruptcy will be 
removed from cumulative grade 
average calculations. And any 
A's the student received, as well 
as low or failing grades, must be 
given up for credit. 


Legality Questioned 


Gerald D. Bowker, UNL 


academic services director, said 
the registrar's office will process 
academic 
bankruptcy 


applications on the Faculty 


Senate's directive. But he said, 
"I question the legality of 
whether we are able to take 
away credit from a student once 
he earns it." 


Bowker said, "I think it will be 


challenged." 


Grading committee chairman 


Stephen Milliard, associate 
professor of English, said the 
"student gives up" any credits 
by requesting bankruptcy, rather 
than UNL taking them away, 
and he resisted a suggestion to 
send the proposal back to the 
committee for clarification. 


English Prof. Paul Olson said 


the policy would not benefit just 
poor students, but some senate 
member anticipated 
few 


students would lose A grades. 


Physics Assoc. Prof. Paul 


Byerly posed another question 
— left unanswered — of what 
happens if a student with eight 
semesters of A's (that qualify for 
a degree) and one semester of 
B's requests to bankrupt the B 
grades to attain a perfect grade 
average and UNL honors. 


And chemistry Prof. Desmond 


Wheeler questioned "what good 
this does the student in the long 
run," because the weak grades 
will still remain on the student's 
record and transcript. 


Milliard said "the impact 01 


this" among UNL students will 


be negligible, with perhaps a 
dozen declaring academic 
bankruptcy for any one 
semester. Those who use it are 
"probably not those who want to 
go on to professional school, 
anyway," tie said, and some 
"might benefit psychologically." 


The new policy, modeled after 


one adopted recently by the 
California State University 
System, can benefit students, for 
example, who contract 
mononucleoisis or whose 
parents die, resulting in in- 
terrupted studies, Billiard said. 


Moreover, "precisely the kind 


of student we want this program 
to reach," he said, is one who 
drops out after an academically 
poor freshman year, then 
returns a few years later and 
may remove the grades from his 
false start, there is no time limit. 


Repeat Removed 


The bankruptcy policy also, in 


effect, removed the requirement 
for a student to repeat a course 
in which he received a D or F, to 
obtain credit for it. 


A student may apply to the 


registrar for academic bankrupt- 
cy after either completing 15 
credit hours with at least a 3.0 
(B) grade-point average, or 30 
hours with at least a 2.5 (C-plus), 
following the semester(s) to be 
removed. 
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Many Feed lot Operators May Go Out Of Business

DALLAS (AP) - American feedlot operators 


are cutting back the numbers of cattle they are 
fattening, hoping beef prices will eventually go 
up and grain costs down. 


The operators say if things don't change soon, 


many of them may be forced out of business. 


Most — nearly 80% — of the beef you buy in 


the supermarket or eat at a restaurant comes 
from feedlot cattle. Feedlot operators buy 
calves off the range and for several months feed 
them expensive, scientifically mixed grains until 
they are ready for slaughter. 


But feedlot operators say these days they are 


paying more for the grain the cattle are fed 
than the slaughterhouses will pay for the cattle. 


O.N. Emerson, a feedlot operator from Eagle 


Grove, Iowa, says he loses about $100 on each 
animal he takes to the slaughterhouse. 


"At the present feed grain prices, roughly 


$100 a head loss is not too far off," says Emer- 
son, who grows his own corn and purchases a 
smaller amount of grain than feedlot operators 
who rely entirely" on grain suppliers. 


Two or three years ago, corn, for example, 


cost $2.50 per 100 pounds. It went up to $7 at one 
point but has now come back down to $5.25. In 
addition to grain costs, there are transportation, 


- utility and labor costs, all of which have gone 
up. 


Emerson now feeds WO head, compared with 


1,000 last year and 4,000 the year before that. 


Why does he bother to stay in business? 
"It's a stupid reason," says Emerson. "If 


you've been in the cattle feeding business for 50 
years, you get a little lonesome for the darn 
things if they're not in there." 


But the feedlot operators are also lonesome 


for the old grain prices, and many are hopeful of 
a big grain crop next fall to bring their costs 
back into b'ne. The feedlot business, like any 
enterprise dependent on the vagaries of nature, 
has its good and bad years, and most operators 
are hopeful they can ride out the current down- 
turn. 


There are 1,922 major feedlot operations in 


the country, most of them in the Midwest and 
Southwest. A major feedlot is one that feeds 
more than 1,000 head of cattle at a time. The 
major feedlots turned out a total of five million 
head of cattle last year. 


Like Emerson, most feedlot operators have 


cut back on the number of cattle they handle. 
Additionally, many cattle ranchers have decided 
to feed their cattle less grain and bring them to 
market sooner. This means more and more cat- 
tle are being range-fed only. 


Beef is in oversupply; grain in undersupply. 


The cattlemen are banking that by offering 


tighter cattle for slaughter they win reduce the 
amount of beef and force prices up. Like the 
feedlot operators, they are also hoping for a 
bumper grain crop next fall to force feed prices 
downward. 


Richard Butts runs a feedlot with Ms father 


and two brothers in Carrington, N.D. They are 
feeding 1,400 head this year, down from 5,300 
last year. Once they fed 8,700. 


'No Profit' 


"We just can't make money. There's no profit 


in it," says Butts. 


He says it costs $230 to feed a steer to maturi- 


ty now, compared with $190 in 1973. He gets 
about $400 now when he sells the critter while 
he got $500 in 197$. 


Howard Kennedy of Beresford, S.D., says he's 


losing $25 to $125 on every head of cattle he 
feeds. 


"We're feeding fewer cattle this year because 


every critter we've sold for the last 16 to 17 
months has lost money," said Kennedy, who has 
been in the business for 26 years.. 


The Kennedy feedlot has 650 head this year. It 


had 900 a year ago and was once at 1,300. 


"We've got land that we can use as collateral 


to borrow money to stay in the cattle business," 
he said. "My father and grandfather always told 


would come tack. Urn* tte tad periods 1 
from three to six months. This time ... the 
situation just kept getting worse." 


Monfort of Greetey, Colo., is the world's 


largest feedlot operator. Monfort spokesman 
Gene Meakings says the feedlot used to buy 
calves at 700 pounds but is now buying them at 
810 or 820 pounds. 


"This extra weight is coming on the range 


from forage... which is cheaper than grain in 
feedlots," he says. 


Monfort also is slaughtering when the cattle 


reach 1,125 pounds. In the past another 25 
pounds or so would have been added before 
slaughter. Monfort has reduced its animals on 
feed to 150,000 head, down 20,000 from last 
year. 


Since the cattle business is less profitable now 


than in the past, ranchers have been cutting 
back herds, Meakings says. 


He said it used to cost about 25 cents to put a 


pound of weight on an animal. Now it costs 60 to 
65 cents. 


Goal To Survive 


In the last fiscal year, Monfort lost $4.89 per 


head after taxes and the company lost a total of 


$1,977,000 and held on with reserves built up ill 
better times, he said. "Our current goal is, 
frankly, to survive. We will." 


Two big companies are trying to remain in 


operation through bankruptcy reorganization. 


American Beef Packers, Inc., of Omaha, 


Neb., went into bankruptcy court recently 
listing $110 million in assets and $93 million in 
liabilities. 


Wheatheart Feeders, Inc., of Perryton, Tex., 


the second-largest feedlot operator in the coun- 
try, also went into bankruptcy court recently. 
That firm showed a $6 million deficit. 


Adolph Coors Co., the firm that makes Coors 


beer, closed its 12,000-cow feedlot at Longmont, 
Colo., recently citing low cattle prices. 


Many feedlot operators suggest the federal 


government put an end to beef imports, making 
the local product scarcer and higher in price. 
And many say Americans should eat more beef. 


Others say federal meat grading standards 


should be changed to give lean beef a higher 
classification. Leaner beef means more time on 
the range grass and less on the feedlot grain,

Black Muslim Leader Dies 
CHICAGO (AP) - Elijah 


Muhammad, a sharecropper's 
son who became the leader of 
the Black Muslim religious sect 
that preached black supremacy, 
died Tuesday after a month-long 
illness. He was 77. 


Muhammad, a millionaire, 


headed the Black Muslims for 40 
years through a number of con- 
troversies that included the 
assassination in 1965 of his best- 
known disciple, Malcolm X, and 
a 1972 Shootout in Baton Rouge, 
La., that left four persons dead. 
Police blamed dissident 


Muslims in both cases. 


The sect's membership has 


been estimated from 100,000 to 
two million, and its business em- 
pire has been estimated to have 
assets of about $60 million. 


With Muhammad's death, the 


future of the Nation of Islam — 
the Black Muslims' official name 
— was not immediately clear. 
Muslim officials and relatives 
declined immediate comment. 


Muhammad, who led a quiet, 


secluded life in his Chicago man- 
sion, said his group had achieved 
its goal of independence for the 


black man. He was honored in 
1974 by Mayor Richard J. Daley 
and other civic leaders at a 
testimonial dinner. 


Muhammad, who had been in 


the hospital since Jan. 29 and 
listed as critical since Feb. 8, 
died at 8:10 a.m. of congestive 
heart failure, Mercy Hospital 
spokesman James Barkley said.

Two Girls Who Spiked Punch Win In Supreme Court 


Washington (UPI) - The 


Supreme Court ruled 5 to 4 
Tuesday that school board 
members are liable for damages 
to a student who can show his 
constitutional rights were inten- 
tionally violated. 


Justice Byron R. White spoke 


for the majority in the case of 
two Mena, Ark., high school girls 
who were suspended for spiking 
the punch at a school party, in 
violation of regulations. 


The girls, Peggy Strickland- 


and Virginia Grain, sued the 
school board, two administrators 
and the school district. Th° com- 
plaint asked, among other 
things, for damages and an oixter 
removing the suspension from 
their record. 


They invoked an 1871 civil 


rights law which makes subject 
to suit any person who deprives 
another of his federal rights. 


Processing of the suit was 


suspended while the issue of 
whether such suits are valid was 


litigated. The student litigants 
no.w are free to resume the suit 
>:< lower courts and will attempt 
to prove their civil rights actual- 
ly were violated. 


The decision was the second 


this year giving new rights to 
students. The earlier one, 
requiring a hearing — however 
informal — prior to a student's 
suspension, was based on the 
Constitution's guarantee of "due 
process of law" rather than a 
federal statute.

— Held that when a trial 


judge rules in favor of the 
defendant after a jury verdict 
of guilty, the government may 
appeal without violating his 
constitutinal protection 
against double jeopardy.

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Voting Rights Act 
Extension 'Must' 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


chairman of the U.S. Commis- 
sion on Civil Rights told 
Congress Tuesday it must extend 
the Voting Rights Act another 10 
years because discrimination 
persists in (he electoral process. 


"Resistance to minority par- 


ticipation has abated but it has 
not been eradicated," said 
Chairman Arthur S. Flemming. 
"Discrimination 
continues to 


impede the exercise of minority 
voting rights." 


Flemming testified as a House 


Judiciary subcommittee opened 
hearings on legislation that 
would extend the 1965 act 
through 1985. Unless Congress 
votes an extension, the law will 
expire in August. 


The law, aimed at opening up 


the electoral process to blacks 
and other minorities, applies to 
all of six Southern states and 
parts of Vorth Carolina, New 
York, Arizona, California, Idaho 
and Wyoming. 


Flemming testified that in 


most jurisdictions covered by 
the act, "minority citizens have 
begun to participate actively in 
the political process." He said 
that participation is illustrated 
by the growing number of blacks 
and other minority group 
members elected to public of- 
fice. 


But he said the progress has 


not been uniform. 
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Bulganin Dies In Retirement

Moscow (AP) - Nikolai 


Bulganin, the portly old 
Bolshevik who briefly shared the 
post-Stalin leadership with 
Nikita Khrushchev, has died 
after 15 years of ignominious 
retirement, it was reported 
Tuesday. He died Monday after 
a serious, protracted illness, the 
Tass news agency said. 


Bulganin served as premier of 


the Soviet Union from 1955 until 
1358 when he was packed off to 
the provinces for supposedly 
taking part in a group that tried, 
but failed, to wrest power from 
Khrushchev. 


Bulganin is remembered in 


the West as the dapper Soviet 
with the Vandyke beard who ac- 
companied Khrushchev, then 
Communist party chief, on ice- 
. breaking trips to Europe and 


Asia in the mid-1950s. He was 
one of the few prominent sur- 
vivors of .the turbulent Stalin'' 
years. 


Although he had a varied 


career in Soviet politics, in- 
cluding minister of defense after 
World War II, Bulganin never 
reached the ultimate pinnacle at 
the Kremlin and apparently 
never sought it. 


Dignified in appearance and 


well-spoken, he served as an 
effective No. 2 man to the 
ebullient and unpolished 
Khrushchev. They were the first 
Kremlin leaders to travel exten- 
sively outside Soviet borders, 
visiting Peking, London, Geneva 
and New Delhi during 1954-57. 


For more than 40 years 


Bulganin was a trouble-shooting 
administrator in security and in-

telhgence, economic planning, 
political indoctrination, military 
administration and industrial 
mobilization. 


He was born in 1895 in Nizhni 


Novgorod, now Gorky, and 
joined the Communist party 
before the 1917 revolution. He 
joined the Cheka, the first Soviet 
security police, then rose 
through economic posts. In 1931, 
he became mayor of Moscow 
and grew close to Khrushchev. 


Stalin relied heavily on him 


during World War II, first as 
political commissar to the 
western front and then first 
deputy defense minister. He 
became defense minister in 1947, 
holding it until 1949. 


In 1955, Bulganin and 


Khrushchev led the team that 
ousted the shaky regime of 
Georgi Malenkov, who took over 
on Stalin's death in 1953. 


Washington (AP) — Oil producers won 


assurance of a guaranteed minimum price 
from President Ford Tuesday, even as 
Democrats in Congress struck a blow at the 
tax-shelter oil depletion allowance. 


Through Press Secretary Ron Nessen, Ford 


repeated his policy to protect domestic oil 
producers against world price uncertainties. 


Nessen cited Ford's State of the Union 


pledge to seek legislation "to provide critical 
stability for our domestic energy producers in 
the face of world price uncertainty." Ford did 
not spell out how the minimum price for oil 
would be accomplished. 


The caucus of House Democrats, 


meanwhile, voted 152 to 99 to instruct the 
Rules Committee to clear the way for a vote 
on an amendment killing the depletion 
allowance on oil and virtually all natural gas 
retroactive to the start of this year. The action 
overruled the Ways and Means Committee. 


Ways and Means Chairman Al Ullman, D- 


Ore., who opposed linking depletion repeal to 
the tax cut, said later that he will abide by the 
decision. 


"If that's uie will of the caucus, that's the 


way we'll proceed," Ullman told reporters. 


House Republican Leader John J. Rhodes 


of Arizona said: "I don't know what the 
President's attitude would be to the bill with 
the depletion allowance stricken ... If he felt 
an immediate and sudden end to the depletion 
would deplete our resources, he might not go 
along with it." 


"I think the House will take it, but in the 


Senate if the allowance repeal remains after 
the Finance Committee has considered it, 
there is a good chance of a filibuster," Rhodes 
added. 


The amendment, sponsored by Rep. 


William J. Green, D-Pa., would be attached to 


the economic emergency tax cut bill now un- 
der consideration. 


In other major energy-economic news: 
—The Federal Power Commission ordered 


complete reporting of the nation's proven 
natural gas reserves. Previously only reserves 
available to interstate pipelines under FPC 
jurisdiction have had to be reported. 


—The Senate Interior Committee added to 


an energy conservation bill a provision 
requiring that any attempt to decontrol 
domestic oil prices will be subject to quick 
review — and possible veto — by Congress. 


—President Ford continued his attack on 


Congress for delay in approving his energy 
proposals, saying the legislators have em- 
barked on a "massive gamble." 


—Statistics released by the auto industry in- 


dicated U.S. auto sales in 
mid-February 


almost caught up with the depressed levels of 
a year ago, but still were at a five-year low for 
the period. 


—Chairman Arthur Burns of the Federal 


Reserve Board expressed opposition to a 
Senate resolution directing the Federal 
Reserve to increase the U.S money supply 
and consult with Congress on money and 
credit policy.

Children Starving 


Phnom Penh — Cambodian children orphaned or 


separated from their parents by battle are dying of hunger 
in the capital, Phnom Penh. Five years of war, with 
resulting shortages and high prices, have produced 
serious malnutrition among children in this once- 
bountiful country. But hospitals are already crowded with 
war wounded and few children are admitted. Unofficial 
estimates say that dozens are dying daily. 


Abortion Law Killed, 


Bonn — The Constitutional Court of West Germany, 


in a controversial 6-to-2 decision, struck down an un- 
constitutional law legalizing abortions in the first three 
months of pregnancy The court held the law, enacted last 
June but not put into effect, violated the right to life for 
everyone It said abortions in the first three months were 
legal in cases of rape, danger to the mother's health, 
possibility of deformity and when the birth could cause 
"grave hardship." 


Immunity Favored

Discrimination Charged 


New York — The Anti-Defamation League of B'nai 


B'rith accused two federal agencies — the Overseas 
Private Investment Corp. and the Army Corps of 
Engineers — and six private companies, including Chase 
Manhattan Bank, of discriminating against Jews in viola- 
tion of civil rights laws. It said they were acting either un- 
der order from Arab lands or in hope of getting business 
in those countries 


New Agency Asked 


New York — Gov. Carey asked the Legislature to set 


up a new state agency to bail out the insolvent Urban 
Development Corp. by creating its own bonds and serving 
as conduit for more than $250 million in state subsidies. 
There was no assurance that the banks, which rejected 
such a role a day earlier, would underwrite the bonds and 
in many cases hold the notes under the plan. The gover- 
nor told legislators that if the banks remained unwilling, 
the UDC would be allowed to collapse without any 
further expenditure of state money.

New York — Dr and Mrs. Henry P. Van Dusen took 


sleeping pills in their home in Princeton, N.J., last month 
in an effort to carry out a suicide pace.

The former president of Union 
Theological Seminary and his wife were members of the 
Euthanasia Society and had chosen to die rather than face 
the prospect of debilitating old age.

London — The British government announced plans 


Tuesday for a basic tax rate of 45% on oil revenues from 
the North Sea to be sure that the nation will benefit fully 
from its rich underwater petroleum deposits.

Washington — An analysis by 


the General Accounting Office 
(GAO) of 298 recall campaigns 
involving more than 19 million 
vehicles with possible safety 
defects found only 34% had been 
turned in for inspection or cor- 
rection. 


The GAO analysis was unable 


to determine the rate of 
response for another 1,284 defect 
notification efforts involving 
some 26 million potentially 
dangerous cars and trucks. 


In a report to the Senate 


Commerce Committee, the GAO 
cited four reasons why "many 
vehicles containing safety 
defects are still operated" on 
U.S. highways: 


— Not all owners receive 


defect notifications. 


- "Some dealers apparently 


sell recalled vehicles without 
correcting the defects." 


— Some owners do not turn in 


their vehicles for inspection. 


— Some dealers do not have 


the parts on hand to service 
vehicles when they are recalled. 


The GAO recommended that 


states periodically inspect 
vehicles to determine whether 
those recalled have been in- 
spected, and if necessary, cor- 
rected. Thirty-one states have 
some form of periodic inspec- 
tion. 


Since 1966, the Department of 


Transportation 
and its 


predecessor agency have 
notified manufacturers when 
defective motor vehicle safety 
items were 
discovered. 


Manufacturers are required to 
inform owners of the possible 
defect.

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An Emotional Issue 


Alcohol abuse is not a subject toward 


which people, especially if their lives are 
touched by alcoholism, can remain un- 
biased. People get excited about it, both 
the prohibitionists and the bleeding hearts, 
and, juices flowing, their ability to think 
clearly is impaired, just like a drunk's. 


Nebraskans have been exposed to a 


wide range of thinking on the subject in re- 
cent years. A former director of the depart- 
ment of public institutions, a psychiatrist, 
advocated the lock 'em up approach, 
believing that drunks are afflicted with no 
worse disease than selfishness. 


Lincolnites are now in the process of 


looking at the way in which their police en- 
force the laws relating to alcohol. Needless 
to say, some of the opinion regarding the 
methods used by Lincoln police is wildly 
differing. 


Some people think that the police are 


totally right and some think them totally 
wrong. It escapes the anti-police people 
that the Lincoln department is doing some 
things right in the effort to keep drunk 
drivers off the road and the overall city en- 
vironment decent. The pro-police people 
on the other hand absolutely will not 
tolerate the suggestion that the police may 
be doing some things wrong and that those 
things can be corrected without the city 
going to hell. 


Some middle ground can be reached, 


and probably will be, but the fanatics in the 
community and within the police depart- 
ment will have to be quieted first. 


Another area of current concern is 


what society should do with alcoholism not 
as a traffic offense but in the broader sense 


of a behavioral problem. LB237, which has 
just received a second hearing by the 
Legislature's Judiciary Committee, is a 
proposal to "decriminalize" public in- 
toxication and establish 
rehabilitation 


programs at the state level. That loosely 
means that people arrested as common 
drunks, absent other charges against them, 
would not go to jail but rather would face 
some sort of treatment process. The bill 
would apply to others declared alcohol 
dependent after a hearing. 


There are a host of questions and mis- 


conceptions surrounding LB237, as two 
contributions to The Star's letters column 
refer to today. The bill does not, for exam- 
ple, "decriminalize" drunk driving. We 
suggest, however, using the example 
offered by one contributor, that if there 
had been mandatory treatment programs, 
available and if they were used rather than 
the old lock 'em up for the night routine, 
perhaps the Omaha attorney mentioned 
would not have had such a long and bloody 
drunk driving record. 


The bill has bugs in it, we think. There 


seems to be ample room for mischief in the 
area of filing a complaint of an individual's 
alleged alcohol dependency and holding 
the individual for hearing. We also question 
whether all people who become legally in- 
toxicated are in need of rehabilitation. 


But the bill is on the right track. Jail 


simply is not the answer. If people get over 
their punishment fixation, perhaps society 
can make some inroads toward solving the 
problem. 


Swift Action Promised 


The third apparent suicide in four 


months at the Nebraska Penitentiary has 
prompted action. 


Newly-confirmed 
Correctional 
Ser- 


vices Director Josph Vitek has described 
the string of suicides as "an agonizing crisis 
situation," and has promised to "try to 
move swiftly" to seek a short-term solution 
to the psychiatric needs of penal complex 
inmates. 


This latest development — and we 


don't mean this to reflect adversely on 
Vitek — comes against a background> of 
governmental inaction with regard to the 


construction of needed new facilities and 
reports which have characterized the men- 
tal health care given inmates as grossly in- 
adequate. 


The intentions to move swiftly toward 


a short-term solution are commendable. 
But it is a pity another crisis was needed as 
a catalyst. 


Perhaps the agonizing string of 


suicides will have some impact on the 
Legislature and the Exon administration as 
they continue deliberations on an overall 
correctional reform package.

the junk heap. This one — called 
the 
Heavy 
Equipment 


Transporter or, in the ab- 
breviated language of Army 
logistics, the HET — has cost the 
taxpayers close to $30 million. 


The HET came out of a joint 


German-American 
military 


agreement to develop a heavy 
duty transporter. Both sides 
were supposed to produce their 
own prototype and then get 
together to decide which was 
best. 


The Germans signed up their 


two most experienced manufac- 
turers, Krupp and Faun, to 
design the German model. The 
U.S. Army turned to Chrysler, 
which has had limited 
experience with heavy equip- 
ment. 


The field tests, held in 1968, 


were easily won by the Ger- 
mans. The German model was 
so superior, in fact, that the U.S. 
observers recommended its im- 
mediate purchase. 


But this embarrassed the big 


brass at the Army Materiel Com- 
mand, who had backed the 
Chrysler venture. They simply 
ignored the tests, abrogated the 


been 


kept 


agreement with the Germans 
and awarded a contract to 
Chrysler for 200 of the semi- 
trailers that had just 
proven inferior. 


The Chrysler model 


breaking down and the brass 
hats kept refusing to admit the 
design was faulty. They backed 
up their bad judgment, of 
course, with more and more of 
the taxpayers' money. 


Four years atter the contract 


was awarded, the HET was still 
failing. The motor didn't meet 
minimum requirements; 
the 


electrical and power steering 
systems were unreliable; the 
brakes and transmission lacked 
durability; and the noise level in 
the cab was dangerous to human 
ears. 


Even the Army auditors found 


the HET to be in sad shape and 
recommended 
improvements. 


Yet the brass hats, rather than 
admit their own bad judgment, 
rejected these 
recommen- 


dations, too. It won't be long 
now before the great semi- 
trailers will be delivered to the 
Army. There is no reason to 
believe they will perform any 
better than the faulty test 
models. This will mean $30 
million down the drain.

NEW YORK - The administration is 


trying to get a group of congressmen to go to 
Vietnam and discover that American policy 
there is sound. 


It is a routine that was developed in the ear- 


ly Johnson period. Whenever, as now, Congress 
threatens to balk at financing our various wars 
out there, the administration transports a group 
of them to Vietnam to admire our policy 
successes on the scene and bring back a rosy 
report. 


If the group ever gets off the ground, it 


{won't see the Asian Vietnam, of course. 
Nobody very important has been allowed in 
there since 1967. 


In that year the government realized that 


the whole thing might collapse at any moment, 
and naturally it did not want to lose a lot of con- 
gressmen who had been sent there to see how 
splendidly the policy was succeeding. 


The National Security Council decided it 


would be safer to demonstrate our Vietnam 
successes in a less troubled setting. It called in 
the creators of Disneyland and had them build a 
brand new Vietnam on the outskirts of 
Rockville, Md. 


This is where congressmen signed on for ad- 


ministration tours go when their plane leaves 
Washington. They fly to New York, spend two 
days in one of the Kennedy Airport holding 
patterns, and then land at Rockville where 
briefings begin immediately.

The man who plays President Thieu at the 


Rockville Vietnam is a retired actor named Slim 
Sensenbaugh, and I asked him recently what 
sort of policy successes he would show the 
visiting congressmen. 


"It'll be a little different from the old days 


when we used to get Bob McNamara and Gen. 
Max Taylor up here in Rockville," Sensenbaugh 
explained. "In those days we gave them a sim- 
ple rosy-outlook briefing. All they wanted was 
enough to be able to go back and say there was 
light at the end of the tunnel if we just had the 
patience to spend a few billion dollars." 


Nowadays the situation is different. There 


is no hope that Congress will send billions to 
Vietnam this year. Professor Kissinger will be 
happy if he can get just a few hundred millions. 


"For this kind of thing," Sensenbaugh said, 


"we'll show them evidence that the other side is 
determined to humiliate the United States by 
crushing us, but that we can hang on if Congress

will come across with a trifling three or four 
hundred million."

I asked to see some of the Rockville Viet- 


nam's devices for persuading congressmen, and 
Sensenbaugh took me to a large well-lit ropm 
full of writers. 


"These writers are mostly old fiction 


writers from dead magazines - Collier's, The 
Saturday Evening Post, Life," Sensenbaugh 
said. 


"Right now they are all busy composing 


captured enemy documents that will prove to 
congressmen that the communists believe the 
United States is too cheap to keep up the good 
fight." 


He showed me a freshly inked enemy docu- 


ment. "Top secret from Hanoi," it said. "Unless 
the Congress of the United States gives 
Professor Kissinger $300 million right away, 
communism will triumph by springtime." 


A writer handed Sensenbaugh a draft and 


asked what he thought of it. It said, "Top secret 
and eyes only to our brave captured soldiers — 
If Kissinger gets the $300 million from Congress 
it's curtains for communism in Asia." 


"A little obvious for my taste," said Sensen- 


baugh, "but a congressman should love it."

I asked Sensenbaugh if visiting con- 


gressmen ever asked to see some captured 
enemies. "We always keep a large cast of cap- 
tured soldiers in case they do," he said, showing 
me a compound where a large cast was prac- 
ticing looking captured and hostile. 


"It's 
the chorus of the Metropolitan 


Opera," he said. "They always need the 
money." 


Don't visiting congressmen ever object to 


being sent to the Rockville Vietnam? The only 
man who ever objected, said Sensenbaugh, was 
George Romney. He came back from Rockville 
saying he had 'been "brainwashed" 
and 


everyone became so angry that Romney had to 
stop running for president. 


"He had broken the rules of the game," I 


suggested. 


"It wasn't that," said Sensenbaugh. 


"Everybody saw Romney was a dangerous man 
when he admitted we brainwashed him here at 
Rockville. A guy like that could have gotten the 
whole country trapped in the quagmire of reali- 
ty. What's more, congressmen might have had 
to start going to the real Vietnam again. We 
could lose a lot of congressmen that way."

Treatment For Alcoholics 


Lincoln, Neb. 


I would like to respond to the letter by Dennis Wood of 


Fairbury which appeared in The Star Feb. 8, criticizing LB 237. 


LB237 is designed to decriminalize public intoxication and 


confront these people with the opportunity for treatment of 
their illness, if they are found to be alcoholic. The bill does not 
advocate decriminalizing driving while intoxicated. There is no 
one who would ever want to excuse the intoxicated person from 
the results of his actions, especially if that person is driving an 
automobile. 


With the law as it now is, public intoxicants are jailed. 


Experience has shown that jailing an alcoholic does nothing for 
him. We have alcoholics in Nebraska who have been jailed 
several hundred times and still have never been confronted or 
offered help for their illness. This bill would provide opportuni- 
ty for treatment of this illness rather than incarceration. 


Mr. Wood says, "I would like to send the author of such 


ridiculous bills to the victims' families to deliver the death 
message." Having known Sen. Barnett for many years, I would 
like for Mr. Wood to know that the senator has done that very 
thing when he was with the Lincoln Fire Department. 


Having done that, and knowing that alcoholics sometimes 


are killers and are sometimes killed when driving an automobile 
while intoxicated, he is very much concerned that these human 
beings are confronted with their illness and are given the oppor- 
tunity for treatment. Senator Barnett knows thai alcoholism is a 
treatable illness and that alcoholism strikes in all kinds of 
families. 


If Mr. Wood is really as concerned as he says he is to do 


"anything that will help the alcoholics become sober, useful 
citizens," I would suggest lie do at least two things: 


(1) Get a copy of the bill and read it carefully so he is not 


misinformed about its content. 


(2) Support the bill by writing his senator and urge him to 


vote for its passage. 


Let's support this legislation and understand its real pur- 


pose — providing the opportunity for treatment rather than jail 
for the public intoxicant who is alcoholic.

Sexual Assault Legislation

The Lancaster County Young Republicans support LB23 as 


originally proposed insofar as it limits the corroboration 
requirement and prohibits the introduction of evidence about 
past sexual relations of the victim with persons other than the 
accused. 


As the Nebraska Supreme Court explained in the recent 


case of State v. Fisher, "at common law, the testimony of the 
prosecutrix in the trial of all offenses against the chastity of 
women was alone sufficient to support a conviction and no cor- 
roborating evidence or circumstances were necessary. That rule 
was adhered to in Nebraska at least as late as 1877." The court 
further stated that Nebraska is in a small minority of states 
which have adopted an unqualified corroboration rule. 


We hope that the legislature will enact LB23 to return to the 


old Nebraska rule. 


In 1970, FBI statistics show that there were 37,270 rapes 


reported in the United States — one every 14 minutes. Still, rape 


is still the most underreported violent crime. According to es- 
timates by criminologists, perhaps as few as one in ten is 
reported. We believe that this underreporting is due in large 
part to fear on the part of the victim of having her past personal 
history laid before the public. 


We believe that the present law allowing introduction of the 


victims past sexual history is undesirable. As outlined above, we 
support LB23 as originally introduced.

Omaha (UPI) — A young 


North Omahan killed in a gun- 
fight between police and three 
armed robbery suspects was 
described Tuesday as "a Good 
Samaritan who showed his love 
for society and his fellow man by 
lending a helping hand." 


More than 600 persons 


crowded Blessed Sacrament 
Catholic Church for the funeral 
of Michael Kellogg, 21, who was 
one of two persons killed in the 
furious five-minute gun battle. 


In his eulogy, during a 


requiem high mass, the Rev. 
Edgar Wortmann compared 
Kellogg's assistance to police to 
the tale of the Good Samaritan 
related by Christ. 


Father Wortmann said a man 


in those times "fell prev to 


robbers who beat him and left 
him to die and his pleas for 
assistance were ignored by two 
clerics who walked by. 


"A stranger helped the man 


and I think Mike reflected these 
Good Samaritan ideals," said the 
priest. 


"Had it not been for his 


willingness to offer help we may 
very well ask whose funeral 
might we be attending today," 
Father Wortmann said. 


At the same time, he said, 


those affected by the death 
should pray "in our hearts that 
we ask forgiveness ... for they 
know not what they do." 


Kellogg was accorded a full 


police honor guard and his flag- 
draped coffin was carried to the

was jailed following a thwarted 
escape attempt as he was being 
taken to the Lincoln city jail 
Tuesday afternoon, according to 
Capt R.J. Syslo of the State 
Patrol.

Shanks' revolver discharged in a 
scuffle with the youth but no one 
was injured. 


Shanks and Trooper Robert 


Chab contacted Daniel E. Cur- 
nyn, 18, of Omaha, and Lorie L. 
Chancy, 16, of Omaha, 
hitchhiking near the Waverly in- 
terchange on 1-80 and discovered 
Miss Chaney was a runaway and 
Curnyn was wanted by the

He said that as the two were 


being taken from the patrol 
cruiser to the jail, Curnyn broke 
away and ran to the area of llth 
and J. 


Shanks pursued him, Syslo 


said, and cornered him in an 
alley. 


A scuffle ensued and during 


the struggle for the trooper's gun 
it discharged striking a window 
well of an unoccupied apart- 
ment. 


After the gun discharged 


Shanks managed to get hold of 
the gun and struck Curnyn in the 
neck with it. Syslo said. 


Shanks suffered bruises to his 


hand but did not require medical 
attention

One of the officers shot during

Police paid funeral costs and the 
Women's Auxiliary joined the 
Blessed Sacrament Guild in 
providing a noon meal. 


One suspect, Donald Fread of 


Omaha, was killed during the 
Shootout and one of the two sur- 
viving suspects, John Rust, 23, 
was wounded. Rust and Ronald 
Ell, 29, both of Mitchell, S.D., 
have been charged with first- 
degree murder in Kellogg's 
death. 


Father Wortmann said, "God 


draws good out of that which 
seems anything but good. People 
sometimes ask why God can't 
stop this type of thing. Perhaps 
it is time we ask ourselves, 'Why 
can't man stop it?' " 


Police Capt. Joe Friend, a 


member of the Parish, served as 
the lector at the mass. 


Kellogg was believed to have 


hit Rust with a shot from his .357 
magnum pistol before he was 
struck by three of the gunmen's 
bullets. 


Soybean Association Votes 
To Push For Checkoff Bill

Columbus — The Nebraska 


Soybean Association (NSA) 
during its annual convention 
here Tuesday voted to make a 
strong effort to get the Nebraska 
Legislature to pass the soybean 
checkoff bill as it has been 
amended by the Legislature's 
Agriculture Committee. 


The amended bill would 


provide for the collection of a 
half cent from each bushel of 
soybeans sold to grain elevators 
in Nebraska 


Elevators would then send the 


money to the state on the same 
form now used for the wheat 
checkoff program, which has 
been in operation for 15 years 


The funds would be ad- 


ministered by a board appointed 
by the governor from a list 
prepared by the NSA 


Non-Members Too 


"I promised the Agriculture 


Committee that the list would 
include non-rnembers as well as 
members," 
NSA President 


Eugene Clock of Rising City told 
the convention 


The soybean board would be 


an advisory board, he said 
However, the state director of 
agriculture could not authorize 
spending of soybean funds 
without the approval of the 
maiority of the board, according 
to the bill. Checkoff funds can- 
not be used for any lobbying or 
in any effort to support legisla- 
tion. 


Clock emphasized that all 


trips by any association official 
would be paid for from 
membership dues and not from 
checkoff funds. 


An annual audit of all funds 


Anita Stork 


collected and spent would be 
prepared and made public so all 
soybean growers will know how 
their funds are spent, he told the 
crowd of over 200. 


Clock cited two ares of 


research that were in need of 
funding. 


"We need some new varieties 


that are developed especially for 
Nebraska conditions, all we have 
now are varieties that were 
developed back East. Another 
problem is how to irrigate 
soybeans. We need to know 
about how to time our irrigation. 
We don't get very good results 
from irrigating soybean," Clock 
said. 


Clock explained that the ac- 


tual distribution of checkoff 
funds would be left up to the ad- 
visory board. 


'Half And Half 


"If it was up to me I would 


spent about half for research and 
half for foreign marketing," he 
said 


The bulk of the research funds 


would be spent in Nebraska on 
Nebraska products, according to 
Clock. 


Additional resolutions passed 


by the convention included: 


— Opposition to grain 


reserves. 


— Opposition to tax dollars to 


teach farniers in other countries 
how to grow soybeans 


— Opposition to any kind of 


export controls on soybeans. 


— Support for higher loan 


rates and lower interest rates for 
soybeans under federal farm 
programs. 


Clock said that efforts 


proposed to cut back soybean 
production would be offset by 
government action banning 
exports of soybeans. 


"They'll simply cut us off at 


the port," he said. 


The NSA, aided by the Univer- 


sity of Nebraska Agronomy

rhinoceros, was successful in 
removing a hardened intestinal 
blockage 


There is a possibility that the 


intestinal blockage redeveloped, 
speculated Lundvall, "or it could 
be a case of simple exhaustion 
from not being able to eat" for 
three weeks because of the 
obstruction. 


"They eat hard, fiberous

No Better Prices 
Seen For Cattle 


3 Land Use Concepts Studied 
For Impact On Health System

What'do the three suggested 


future land use concepts current- 
ly being considered by the City- 
County Planning Commission 
have to do with the health care 
delivery system in Lancaster 
County? 


A great deal, according to 


members of a Lancaster County 
Health Planning 
Council 


(LCHPC) task force assigned to 
study the proposals. 


During a Tuesday afternoon 


meeting, task force members 
presented the LCHPC with a 
study paper detailing the poten- 
tial effects of each land use plan 
on the health care system. 


Determining Factor 


"The choice on land is going to 


settle the choice on transpor- 
tation," said task force member 
Larry Doerr. 


And the effectiveness of a 


health care system is dependant, 
to a large extent, on a transpor- 
tation systern that makes health 
facilities accessible to all people 
in the community, task force 
members agreed. 


Land use Concept C — which 


would entail redevelopment of 
central city neighborhoods and 
minimal growth in the 
peripheral areas — would 
provide "the greatest potential 
for development of a mass tran- 
sit system," the study paper 
states. 


"Access to mass transit means 


access to health delivery systems 
by all the population." 


The central city concept would 


also "make more efficient use of 
facilities and manpower," the 
paper states. 


However, it goes on to note 


that "A city with a core concept. 
. . may not be considered a 
desirable place to live." 


Laundry Files Petition 


Omaha (UPI) - Kimball 


Laundry Co., Omaha, Tuesday 
filed a petition for reorganiza- 
tion under Chapter 11 of the 
Federal Bankruptcy Act. 


The 89-year-old 
company 


requested permission to remain 
in business while working out a 
plan for payment of debts which 
it currently is unable to meet. 


The firm employs 81 persons 


and operates 13 branch offices 


besides its main plant. 


The attorney for Kimball, Ir- 


ving Epstein, said the January 
blizzard cost the firm a week of 
receipts, and slow payment of 
large wholesale accounts 
because of the economy had 
forced the firm to take the ac- 
tion. 


The firm listed $188,573 in 


debts and about $200,000 in 
assets, he said. 


Concept B — under which 


growth would be concentrated to 
the east of Lincoln — would 
emphasize the use of the "family 
car" as the primary means of 
transportation, to the detriment 
of mass transit. 


Inaccessible To Many 


As a result, the paper states, 


the health care system would be 
inaccessible to many people, es- 
pecially the poor. 


The third plan. Concept A, 


would also provide for expan- 
sion. However, because it would 
entail "concentric growth" to 
the north, south and west, the 
paper states that mass transit 
would be available to most 
residential areas. 


Both Concept A and Concept 


B would provide for "an expan- 
sion . minded city" which "might 
be considered a good place to 
live," the paper states. 


In response to council 


member Jack O'Shea's comment 
that the study paper might be 
"overly simplified," task force 
member Sue Scott said that a 
shortage of time precluded an 
extensive evaluation. 


The paper is intended to con- 


vey the general feelings of task 
force members, Ms. Scott said. 


Council members voted to 


forward the paper to the City- 
County Planning Commission 
for their consideration during 
the decision.making process. 


There is little hope for signifi- 


cant improvement in cattle 
prices during the next 18 months 
to two years because of the large 
supplies of U.S. beef, a Universi- 
ty of Nebraska agricultural 
economist said here Tuesday. 


Dr. Michael Turner made the 


comment in a presentation on 
the economics in finishing cattle 
at the annual Nebraska Feed and 
Nutrition Conference at the 
Nebraska Center. 


He based his prediction of dim 


prospects for improvement in 
fed cattle prices on an apparent 
all-time high inventory of cattle 
and calves at the beginning of 
this year, with the 1975 cow herd 
expected to be large enough to 
supply 1980 projected U.S. beef 
requirements. The large volume 
of reasonably priced beef at the 
retail counter will limit the price 
at which other meat products 
can be sold, he added 


He said prices for fed cattle 


are expected to improve from 
current low levels and could 
average from $42 to $45 per hun- 
dred weight by mid-year. 


Dr. Turner noted that feed 


costs will be especially impor- 
tant in the profitability of the 
livestock and poultry industry 
for the next two years. He said 
prices of feed grains have tripled 
in the last three years. Earlier 
losses to livestock and poultry 
producers following the removal 
of the price freeze in 1973 were 
perpetuated in 1974 as feed costs 
spiraled, reaching a peak at corn 
harvest, he stated. 


Feed grain prices until mid- 


spring will be determined by 
export demand, running well 
below year-earlier levels, and 
lower domestic consumption, 
Dr. Turner said. 


He predicted the current 


decline in feed grain prices could 
stabilize, perhaps near $2.25 per 
bushel for corn (bid price to 
farmers in eastern Nebraska). 
However, he said "there still 
remains a possibility" of feed 
gram prices to show moderate 
price strength in the spring 
following the long period of 


decline. 


From mid-spring to the Oc- 


tober harvest, feed gram prices 
will be determined by growing 
conditions and crop prospects, 
along with export and domestic 
demands, Turner said. 


The dilemna of the beef in- 


dustry in trying to maintain a 
substantial volume of fed beef in 
the face of disastrous economic 
losses by beef cattle can best be 
solved by shortening the feedlot 
finishing period and marketing 
cattle at lighter weights 


This opinion was expressed by 


Dr. Paul Guyer, Extension beef 
specialist at UNL, in a paper 
presented to the conference. 


If this adjustment were to oc- 


cur, more beef carcasses grading 
good would be produced, with 
relatively few grading higher 
than low choice, Guyer noted. 
For this situation to assure 
satisfactory 
returns, retailers 


must develop more effective 
programs merchandising good 
grade or house graded beef, the 
NU specialist suggested 


Housewives and cooks will 


need to use better methods of 
preparation for this kind of beef, 
he added. If these steps are 
taken, cuts resulting from short- 
fed cattle can have high con- 
sumer acceptability, 
Guyer 


maintained.

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To Your Good Health: 
Her Legs Turn Purple, Red

Dear Dr. Thosteson; I am only 


14-years-old and I have 
something wrong with my legs. I 
have to wear pants most of the 
time because of the awful colors. 


They turn purple and red. 


They generally are very cold 
below the knees. My legs usually 
hurt most when it's cold. 


My mother has to exercise 


them for me for a couple of 
minutes. 


Could you tell me what's the 


matter with me? — Cindy. 


The mottling (coloring) occurs 


when the legs are exposed to 
cold, and this is usually due to 
spasm of small capillaries (blood 
vessels) near the surface of the 
skin. This happens often in 
young persons and is not serious. 


Want a fancy name you can 


use on your friends when they 
ask you about it? It's called cutis 
marmorata. 


Play it cool and keep your legs 


warm. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: Can you 


explain to me a condition called 
purpura"? Is there a cure for it, 
of anything to help it? — Mrs. 
\V.M. 


This is a blood coagulation 


problem in which easy bruising 
occurs. The usual cause is a 
deficiency of blood platelets, one 
of the essential blood clotting 
constituents of blood 


Other causes of the purplish- 


red spots on the skin can be a 
eficiency of vitamin C (scurvy), 
infections, certain allergies or 
anemias. Purpura can also be 
caused by an overactive spleen, 
the organ which 
regulates 


production of key blood con- 
stituents. 


However, in many cases, Pur- 


pura can appear without any ap- 
parent cause, a condition known 
as idiopathic thrombocytopenia. 


Treatment of purpura ranges 


from use of steroid drugs to ac- 
tual removal of the spleen in 
cases where the cause can be 
linked to overactivity of that 
organ. 


In other cases where factors 


such as allergy, sensitivity to cer- 
tain medicines, or infection, are 
causes, then treatment of the 
cause is necessary. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: I was 


recently advised during a 
physical checkup that 1 have no 
reflexes in my legs or arms. Is 
that bad? If so, can anything be 
done? - V.J.G. 


Not necessarily bad — and un- 


less the doctor investigated or 
discussed problems that might 
be related to it, I think you can 
dismiss it from your mind. 


The knee reflex (when the doc- 


tor taps you just below the 
kneecap) may be sluggish or ab- 
sent if the individual is tense. 
Nervous tension can mean 
muscular tension, too. 


One trick that is employed, if 


the question of the reflex 
appears to be important, is to 
have the patient clasp his hands 
together, and on signal have him 
try to pull his hands apart. At the 
same moment the knee is 
tapped. This will often produce a 
response. 


These reflexes may become 


sluggish or absent in an older 
person — you didn't mention 
your age. Or in patients with low 
thyroid function, which is not 
uncommon. Diabetes also can 
cause absence of the reflex. 


If, in some cases, the absence 


is due to a nerve disorder, there 
usually are other symptoms, but 
since you mentioned none, I 
wouldn't expect that to be a 
cause of concern for you. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: My doc- 


to|i tells me I have a bladder in- 
fection, white blood cells in my 
urine. He is giving me sulfa 
tablets but has not told me what 
is causing the condition. Could 
you explain? — I.C.B. 


Don't ask for the impossible. 


The only answer is that bacteria 
from some source began mul- 
tiplying in the bladder. That's 
what an infection is — germs 
multiplying instead of being 
destroyed by the body's 
defenses. What caused it to 
happen is not always obvious.

Many people suffer a brief at- 


tack of acute bronchitis with 
fever and couching when they 
have severe colds. The Nebraska 
Medical Association says 
bronchitis is an inflammation of 
the lining of the bronchial tubes 
which connects the windpipe 
with the lungs. This inflamma- 
tion and infection makes it dif- 
ficult for the air to flow in and 
out of the lungs.

Bonn — The American con- 


sumer may benefit from an un- 


usual European device for home 
heating called the night storage 
heater. The idea of developing 
appliances which store cheap 
"night power" for use the next 
day has been fabulously 
successful in Germany. 


Night storage heaters began to 


catch on in Germany about 10 
years ago, primarily for heating 
older homes that lacked central 
heating. Today, night storage 
heaters are used in seven per 
cent of West Germany's 23 


million homes. In the Ruhr area 
of Rheinisch - Westfaelisches 
Elektrizitaetswerk (RWE), Ger- 
many's biggest utility which did 
the spade work in this field, 13% 
of the homes use the heaters. 


The appliance contains in- 


sulated ceramic bricks which are 
heated electrically during the 
night 
to 
a 
maximum 


temperature of about 1,100 
fahrenheit. The amount of 
energy stored depends on the 
outside temperature which is 


monitored by electronic sensors 
on the outside walls. The next 
day, the stored heat is fanned 
into the room by thermostat- 
activated blowers. 


There's one limitation: the 


energy can be stored only for a 
relatively short period About 
half of the heat passes through 
the insulation within 12 to 15 
hours. In case of a two-week 
trip, you need a friendly 
neighbor to charge your storage 
heater the night before you 


return, or else you'll have a day's 
wait until your home gets warm 
again. 


RWE estimates the con- 


sumer's initial investment 
(including installation) at $140 
per kilowatt, or nearly three 
times as much as for electric 
resistance heaters. This means a 
hefty initial outlay of over $1,- 
500, since an average German 
apartment requires about 8 to 12 
kilowatts heating capacity. 


Night storage heaters, 


nevertheless, caught on rapidly 
because German utilities offered 
very low rates for power at 
night, when industry is shut 
down. RWE, for instance 
charges private consumers 2 
cents per kilowatt-hour for night 
power compared to 3.2 cents per 
kilowatt-hour for day power. So 
over the long haul, the home- 
owner's savings more than make 
up for the initial cost. 


"Consumer acceptance far 


exceeded our wildest hopes 10 


years ago," says an RWE of- 
ficial Success was so rapid that 
RWE actually ran out of excess 
night power capacity in 1971, 
and has since had to put a lid on 
further growth of night storage 
heaters. 


"Even our American visitors 


are impressed when we mention 
the $400 million German 
market," says RWE's Peter 
Kalischer. He adds that his utili- 
ty has in the last six months been 
visited by representatives of 


three U.S. companies who 
wanted to learn about German 
experience with night storage

Installment 
Loan Hike 
Is Advanced 


The .Legislature's Banking 


Committee advanced a bill 
Tuesday that would increase the 
maximum amount of installment 
loans from $3,000 to $5,000. 


The bill, LB477, would also 


raise minimum interest rates 
from 12 to 18% on loans over $1,- 
000. 


The committee amended the 


bill to cut the length of install- 
ment loan period from 10 to 5 
years. The same amendment 
lowered the proposed maximum 
small loan from $10,000 to $5,- 
000. 


In other action, the committee 


killed LB463, Neligh Sen. John 
DeCamp's bill which would have 
allowed the interest rate on a 
loan to be set at whatever the 
borrower and lender agreed on. 


take a child from a borne and 
place him in an institution or 
another home.

Cavanaugh questioned whether 
the court could hold a parent in 
contempt for refusing to agree to 
them. 


At one point, senators decided 


to hold the bill until Wednesday, 
but changed their minds and ad- 
vanced it.

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Kids' On Increase

Some parents today are 


seeking drastic solutions to fami- 
ly crises They are throwing 
their children out 


The "throwaway kids" have 


increased in number over the 
past year, representing about 
one-fourth ot the million young 
people under age 18 who annual- 
ly leave home, according to 
experts. The children are out on 
the road not because they want 
to be. but because, unlike the 
runaway who can always return, 
they no longer have a home 


The luck) ones land in special 


residences set up for them by 
overburdened voluntary agen- 
cies Others steal to get by Some 
become prostitutes 


There is nothing new in 


parents telling their offspring to 
pack and leave after a heated 
family squabble But more and 
more parents, authorities say, 
are tossing their children out for 
reasons associated with today's 
economy. 


Over two dozen youth 


workers, psychologists, family 
counselors, law enforcement 
agents, social scientists, parents 
and children discussed the 
throwaway situation in inter- 
views with The Associated 
Press 


"We're seeing more and more 


kids who can't go back home and 
the parents are relieved the kids 
can't" said Barbara Whalen, 
director of The Bridge, a family 
service in Boston. 


"Parents are getting uptight 


about money and food and are 
not able to cope," she said. 


Donna Jared, director of New 


Life House in Chicago, a facility 
for girls, said about 20 per cent 
of the runaways who seek aid are 
actually throwaways 
The 


reasons0 


"Sometimes it's just that the 


girls are involved in things the 
parents don't approve of," she 
said "Sometimes there are just 
a lot of people in the house and 
they don't need another mouth 
to feed 


"We see a lot of girls now who 


are 18 and the parents feel 18 is 
old enough to be on their own ' 


In Las Vegas, parents have 


been known to desert their 
children while passing through 
the city, according to Ray Ben- 
David, director of Focua a faim- 
1\ service there 


"People are coming through 


looking for gigs — for work"— • 
and somehow or another, the 
kids wind up on our doorstep 
They don't know where their 
parents are," he said 


But despite severe economic 


conditions, family education 
specialists and psychologists say 
the current wave of throwing 
children out and abandonment is 
part ol a general erosion of the 
American family that annually 
has produced over 50,000 
recorded child abuse cases 


"There are real frustrations 


that make the family feel 
tragmented. 
said Dr 
June 


Dobbs Butts, associate professor 
ot iamily life at the University of 
Massachusetts "There's an un- 
willingness to give that extra in- 
ch, which parents before gave 
because they were biological 
parents. Now we say we're not 
supposed to be slaves to our 
children " 


Dr Butts also said some 


divorced parents are abrogating 
their responsibilities in order to 
"get into the mainstream" ot 
single life 


"After the divorce what is 


supposed to be liberating isn't 
supposed to be a noose around 
your neck." she said 


Fourteen-year-old 
Lisa's 


parents are divorced. She lived 
with her mother in New York 
City until she was thrown out of 
the house, she said 


"M\ mother is really wacked 


out She's a pill freak,'' Lisa said 
"After my mother kicked me 
out, she kicked my brother out a 
month later He went to live 
with my father, and he sent him 
to a military academy in Penn- 
sylvania 


"I know she loves us and cares 


torus, but she doesn't know how 
to show it She's a lonely person 
She just can't take care of kids." 


Lisa said she and her mother 


had daily verbal fights which ul- 
timateh led to her mother not 
wanting her in the house.

drinking and parties all the time 


He was too much 1 didn t have 
that kind ot money." 


The mother, who asked not to 


be identified, said her son has 
found a part-time job at a filling 
station in Virginia 


Most throwaways aren't as 


successful in obtaining employ- 
ment, youth workers say. There 
are simply no jobs for young 
people under 17. they said, in a 
nation plagued with spiraling un- 
employment rates for the adult 
population. 


"Even though their parents 


don't want them, they still have 
problems being able to get any 
kind ot work permit or finding 
jobs at least legitimate jobs." 
Mid Joseph W'olfenden ot the 
National Youth Alternative 
Project 


This means the youngster 


must turn to one of the more 
than 80 youth crisis centers in 
the nation tor shelter and 
sometimes tor placement with a 
ioster family or in an apartment 
unit — dormitory living with 
hou^e parents and curlews 


Or, they can turn to friends, 


relatives — or crime. 


One 18-year-old said he spent 


the past three years living in the 
streets after his parents threw 
him out He said he joined two 
youth gangs and, "to eat." he 
said, "we jumped somebody 


In addition to mugging, 


another offense that has 
skyrocketed in the youthful set is 
prostitution. According to the 
crime report of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, the 
number of young people under 
age 18 arrested for prostitution 
increased by 35 7 per cent in 
1973 


"I know ot more and more 


kids who are into prostitution as 
,1 way ot survival There are no 
jobs out there," said Miss 
Whalen of the Boston facility. 


Ben-David of Las Vegas said 


that procuring also has increased 
in that resort city 


'A 15-year-old kid hits town 


and is hanging around the bus 
station and a pimp on the prowl 
picks her up. Boom, she's out on 
the strip," he said. 


Throwaways are subject to a 


hostile street scene, partially 
because there are fewer sym- 
pathic strangers, unlike the late 
1960s when the runaway "flower 
children" easily found people 
who were willing to help. 


"It seems now that the whole 


attitude of college students and 
young people is changing to what 
it was in the 1950s: looking out 
for self and not willing to take 
chances," said Wolfenden of the 
Youth Alternative Project. 
'This means there are not as 
many safe houses for people to 
stay in anymore " 


But just about every city has a 


community-based youth crisis 
center, such as Stopover in In- 
dianapolis, the Greenhouse in 
New Orleans, Project Oz in San 
Diego and The Bridge in 
Minneapolis. These places 
provide short-term assistance in 
housing, counseling and health 
care 


The toll-free youth Hotline is 


manned 24-hours by volunteers. 
Run by Metro-Help. Inc, in 
Chicago, it counsels runaways 
and throwaways. Conference 
calls can be set up with parents. 
A similar service is available in 
Houston 


According to Michael Gold, an 


administrator with the Chicago 
project, 4.000 calls have been 
received since the phone service 
first went into operation last 
August Most of the calls were 
about housing and employment 
problems Only 1 per cent ot the 
calls dealt with drug-related 
problems, he said, less than 2 
per cent with pregnancy, and 
less than one-tenth of 1 per cent 
were medical problems 


"One true surprise we had was 


that young people can take care 
ot themselves better than we 
thought they could," he said.

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Much Is Left To Police Judgment

If you think the police cannot 


stop you when you haven't done 
anything wrong ... 


YOU'RE WRONG! 
If you think the police cannot 


break down your door and arrest 
you in your bedroom without a 
warrant... 


YOU'RE WRONG! 
If you think the police can't ig- 


nore giving you the so-called 
Miranda warnings... 


YOU'RE WRONG! 
The police can do all those 


things — legally. 


Must Have Reason 


The law says they can, as long 


as they've got a reason. 


Take, for example, a situation 


in which you are merely walking 
or driving down the street. 


Court rulings say that all the 


reason an officer needs to stop 
and question you is that he be 
"reasonably suspicious" that 
you have committed, are com- 
mitting or are about to commit a 
crime. 


If you look like a bank robber 


that has been described on the, 
police radio, the. officer has the 
right to stop you. 


If you are sauntering through 


downtown Lincoln in the middle 
of the night, doing a bit of win- 
dow shopping, an officer can 
stop ypu if, based on his years of 
experience, it appears that you 
are "casing the joint" for a 
burglary. 


If your answers to his 


questions do not relieve his 
suspicions, he can frisk you for 
weapons. His search must be 
limited to,weapons, however; he 
cannot take soft packages or 
your wallet from your pockets. 


Don't Have To Answer 


You never, at any time, have 


to answer a police officer's 
questions. That is one of the 
most understandable rights you 
have as a citizen. 


However, observers of the 


criminal justice system agree 
that you will save time, energy, 
and perhaps expense, if you 
answer an officer's questions. 


And if you refuse to answer an 


officer's questions when he stops 
you for a check, that refusal may 
help give an officer enough 
reason to arrest you. 


An officer must have more 


reason to place you under arrest 
than to briefly detain you for 
questioning. Court rulings say 
that an officer must know 
enough facts to lead a reasonable 
police officer to conclude that 
you committed a crime. 


That degree of evidence is 


known as "probable cause." 


And he never has to have a 


warrant to arrest you, although 
the courts encourage this. 


If you don't come to the door 


when an officer knocks and iden- 
tifies himself as a police officer, 
he can break in in the middle of 
the night, if he has probable 
cause to arrest you and probable 
cause to believe you are home.

The Nebraska Civil Liberties 


Union has published a pamphlet 
giving advice on what to do if you 
come in contact with the long arm 
of the law. 


Here are excerpts. . 
If a policeman stops you: 
—keep your cool. 
—tell him your real name, your 


real age and where you live. 


—watch your mouth. 
— don't run. 
—let him frisk you. 
—if he wants to take you to the 


police station—GO. 


—have somebody tell your peo- 


ple where you are going. 


—don't resist arrest—it's a 


crime. 


If you are taken to the police 


department, the pamphlet con- 
tinues: 


—ask if you are charged with a 


crime. If so, ask them what it is. 


—if you are charged with a 


crime, tell the police you want a 
lawyer and stop answering 
questions. 


—ask the police to get your peo- 


ple right away. 


—people you should call are 


your parents or guardian, a 
relative, a minister or a priest or 
any adult who knows you. 


—don't make any deals. 
—tell the police to take you to 


the hospital if you are sick or hurt.

Self-Protection 


The reason officers often get a 


warrant before making the 
arrest is partly to protect 


' themselves. If courts later con- 


clude that the warrant was 
issued without probable cause, 
an officer is not exposed to 
criminal or civil liabilities. 


When you are arrested, an of- 


ficer has the right to take finger- 
prints, photographs and breath, 
blood and urine samples without 
your consent. 


However, the Nebraska 


Legislature has made a 
statuatory exception to this in 
the implied consent law dealing 
with driving while intoxicated. 


When^ou are arrested for that 


offense, you may refuse the 
tests. The "Catch 22" is that 
your refusal is itself a violation 
punishable by the same penalties 
as driving while intoxicated, a 
fact which must be explained by 
the officer at the time of the test. 


When you are arrested, an of- 


ficer doesn't necessarily have to 
read you the Miranda warnings. 


The only time police must 


read suspects their rights is if 
they want to interrogate you to 
get evidence in felony case. If 
they think they have enough 
evidence to convict you without 
questioning, they have no reason 
to read you your rights. 


If it's a misdemeanor case, 


they can interrogate you without 
reading you your rights and use 
the evidence in court. 


Right To Search 


After an officer arrests you he 


has the right to search you and 
the immediate area into which 
you can reach without a warrant. 


He can also make searches 


without a warrant, but he must

believes he smells marijuana 
smoke when you roll down your 
window, he has reason enough to 
search your car for marijuana. 
That's what courts have ruled. 


What do you do if you believe 


your rights are being violated? 


Observers of the criminal 


justice system agree that it is 
best to wait until you can contact 
a lawyer before beginning your 
battle against suspected illegal 
police actions. 


"If you start a ruckus with an 


officer you're going to end up 
being charged with resisting 
arrest," advised 
Public 


Defender Clem Gaughan. 


Skimpy Results 


You may not be satisfied with 


the results even if you do win a 
suit against the police for 
violations of your rights. 


"What are you going to do, 


give some lawyer a $500 retainer 
and get a judgement of $200 or 
$300?" Gaughan asked. "You 
still end up on the short end." 


"Now if you can prove you

Discount Buying Service 
May Be Outright Swindle

Chicago — At last I've found the perfect con- 


sumer swindle — a legal way to sell absolutely 
nothing for hundreds of dollars. No need to stock 
any inventory, perform any real services, spend 
much on overhead (outside of salesmen's com- 
missions) and you don't have to deliver. 


Best of all, there seems to be a ready market 


and the only advertising expense is a dime for a 
telephone call to set up an appointment. Further- 
more, I understand that the firms active in the 
business — using a variety of consumer 
organization-sounding names — are writing up 
lots of sales and making lots of money. 


They've put a new wrinkle in the "I can get it 


for you wholesale" pitch and they're all selling 
the same thing. Would you believe that they can 
actually get people to buy lifetime memberships 
in so-called discount buying services for $495. 


Last fall, Illinois' consumer-oriented attorney 


general, William J. Scott, took one of them that 
looked like it was an outright fraud to court under 
the consumer fraud act and exposed its entire 
operation. Lifetime memberships in this buying 
club were sold for $495. 


Last week someone actually tried to sell me 


one for $395. 


The salesman, a truly likeable fellow, went 


through his well-prepared sales presentation 
without one serious misrepresentation about 
what it was he was selling. 


But what he was selling seemed almost un- 


believable. In a very legal way and with a straight 
face, he tried to sell us for $395 lifetime 
memberships in a buying club that really 
promised nothing more than to save us money off 


the list price of any item it is able to get for us. 


And people fall for it. 
Here's how this big deal works. 
For $395, cash or terms, plus a $12 annual 


renewal fee, you get a membership that entitles 
you to call the buying service office for a 
discount-price quotation on "over 400 nationally 
advertised brands." The cost of anything 
purchased through the buying service is supposed 
to be "dealer's cost" (whatever that means) plus 
10%. 


But it was obvious that the discount-priced 


merchandise "bargains the salesman spent. 45 
minutes telling us about were just like those that 
are available at any time to anybody through any 
of the thousands of discount catalog stores 
throughout the country. 


In addition, the service has arrangements 


with "participating dealers" to allow members to 
buy at "huge discounts" such major items as fur- 
niture, carpeting and automobiles. I could hear it 
already, "Go over to such and such place and ask 
7or Louie." 


There are legitimate buying services that 


sometimes offer bigger discounts than normally 
available. Because they're in business to sell 
merchandise, not memberships, you can save 
money with them. Some are open only to 
members of an affiliated organization, perhaps a 
union or a church group. Others are open to the 
public and charge a nominal membership fee to 
join — something like $6. 


So keep that membership fee in mind when 


considering a discount-buying service. It's the 
easiest way to tell the difference between a 
legitimate one and a pure swindle — even though 
it may be legal.

NFWSFAPF.R! 
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Guarantee May Be Scrap Of Paper

You can't judge a book by its cover and you 


shouldn't judge a warranty by the good-quality 
paper it's printed on or the filigree border around 
it 


As far as the consumer is concerned, that im- 


pressive looking document entitled -'guarantee" 
or "warranty" may be nothing more than a 
meaningless piece of paper, according to a report 
made last September by the House Subcommittee 
on Commerce and Finance. 


"These certificates, 
often marked 


'WARRANTY' in large letters, in most cases 
serve primarily to limit obligations otherwise 
owed to the buyer as a matter of law," the report 
said, going on to list common exemptions and dis- 
claimers in warranties provided by 51 major 
American firms. 


Last year a suit was filed in the Lancaster 


County Small Claims Court by a local merchant 


against a customer who purchased an air con- 
ditioner, then stopped payment on the check 
because the air conditioner was defective. 


Never Mentioned 


The air conditioner was purchased by Mr. 


and Mrs. Joe Cawley (not their real name) for 
their daughter and son-in-law. The merchant con- 
tended that the product was covered by a warran- 
ty, the Cawleys argued, however, that no mention 
was ever made of the warranty nor was it ever 
delivered 


Furthermore, the Cawleys' lawyer pointed 


out that the warranty would have protected the 
merchant, rather than the Cawleys, through these 
provisions. (1) the warranty had to be filled out 
and returned to the manufacturer in order for it 
to be valid, (2) it only would have protected the 
purchaser or the Cawleys and not their daughter 
and son-in-law, who were using the air con- 
ditioner. (3) only the parts would have been 
provided free to the Cawleys — they would have 
to pay the expensive labor charges; (4) if the air 


conditioner had damaged the daughter and son- 
in-law's mobile home, the manufacturer and 
merchant waived any liability; (5) the warranty 
excluded all glass and plastic parts, because they 
are easily broken or damaged; and (6) the 
Cawleys would have to pay for shipping the air 
conditioner to the proper service area. 


Other Disclaimers 


This case alone contains six of the 11 dis- 


claimers and exemptions cited by the subcom- 
mittee staff. Others included in the House report 
were: (1) that the product would be covered only 
in home use; (2) the warranty replaces any im- 
plied or express warranties, made either by the 
merchant or through advertisements; (3) warran- 
ty is void if serial plate is defaced (yet many serial 
plates consist only of a metallic sticker or a metal 
plate attached with adhesive); (4) special 
appliances (such as tires or refrigerators, stoves 
in 
mobile homes) are excluded in the initial 


warranty; and (5) the manufacturer has the op- 


tion to decide whether or not the product is defec- 
tive. 


The report also stated that in increasing 


numbers, when a suit is involved, the courts have 
found warranty disclaimers invalid. However, the 
language of most warranties is so ambiguous that 
the customer is discouraged in pursuing court 
remedies. 


"Often you have the situation in which a 


warranty is written in such a broad scope that it 
doesn't really represent anything," said Arthur 
Raznick of the Douglas County Attorney's Con- 
sumer Protection Division. "Also, the consumer 
doesn't understand it — doesn't know if or where 
he fits in — due to the verbaiage. 


"Sometimes even with a good, valid warran- 


ty, you run into a problem when the company 
says, 'Yes, this product is covered by a warranty, 
but it is a very precise warranty. Your abuse 
caused the damage' or "The damage didn't take 
place under normal use.' 


"Even with a good warranty you have to be 


careful," Raznick added, because it is subject to 
the manufacturer's interpretation.. 


Costs Deterrent 


In addition, costs in a court appeal or even 


returning a product to the manufacturer for 
repairs are so expensive that these too act as 
deterrents to consumers. 


"If a man has a toaster that is defective and 


the warranty will cover parts only, rather than 
paying $5 or $6 in postage and labor alone, he will 
go out and buy a new one," Jerry Fennell, direc- 
tor of the Nebraska Attorney General's Consumer 
Protection Division, said. "This is built-in con- 
sumer resistance." 


Fennell also said he doesn't encourage peo- 


ple to file suits in court against manufacturers 
because of costs to consumers. 


"If you have a $4,000 car and you have a 


warranty complaint, you can spend more than the 
actual cost of the car in attorney's fees and court 
costs," he said. 


New Warranty Regulations Set 


'Complacency' Of Consumer Criticized 


Arthur Raznick of the Douglas County 


Attorney's Consumer Protection Divi- 
sion calls it the "complacency of 
American society." 


Whether it is complacency or apathy 


or just plain laziness, manufacturers are 
preying on your hesitancy to follow 
through on guarantees. 


Raznick pointed out that warranties 


are covered in the purchase amount of 
products and that "it is the public's 
responsibility to take advantage of 
them " 


If you feel incapable of judging what 


is or is not a good warranty, Jerry 
Fennell, director of the Nebraska At- 
torney General's Consumer Protection 
Division, suggests 
consumers 


"disregard the longevity of warranty 
provisions" — this is not necessarily an 
indication of a good warranty. 


"Study the quality of merchandise 


through your own inspection and con- 
sumer information," he added "Be 
cautious in reading a warranty and ask 
questions." 


In addition, persons contemplating 


the purchase of appliances with warran- 
ties should keep in mind these points, 
offered by the Major Appliance Con- 
sumer Action Panel in Chicago 
v What does the warranty cover — 


the entire product or certain parts9 


v Who pays for the parts, labor, 


transportation — the dealer, service 
agency, manufacturer, customer? 
v How long does the warranty last 


on the entire product or individual 
parts' 
• Will a replacement be provided 


under the warranty while the product is 
being serviced? 


v Find out the conditions of the 


warranty, which may contain dis- 
claimers protecting manufacturers from 
liabilities under certain conditions. 


Persons having complaints against 


warranties can contact their local coun- 
ty attorney or the Consumer Protection 
Division of the Nebraska Attorney 
General's office 


Also, "write to your senator or 


representative to request making a 
warranty a real warranty," Fennell 
said. 


Warranties issued consumers by manufacturers are 


governed by the Uniform Commercial Code and common law in 
49 states (Louisiana not included) and the District of Columbia. 


But on July 4, the Federal Trade Commission (FTC) will set 


forth new warranty regulations under the Magnuson-Moss 
Warranty-Federal Trade Commission Improvement Act. 


Although the FTC will not require that a warranty be issued 


on any consumer product, those companies offering warranties 
will be required to live up to their warranty promises'. In addi- 
tion, under standards set by the FTC, warranties must be easily 
understood and all terrrft and conditions must be prominently 
displayed. 


6 Months To Conform 


While the minimum standards will go into effect July 4, 


manufacturers may be allowed an additional six months to con- 
form to the new regulations calling for detailed warranty infor- 
mation. This information must include the name and address of 
the firm issuing the warranty and the person or persons to 
whom the warranty is extended. 


Likewise, parts and products to be covered or not covered 


in the warranty are to be fully explained. Duration of the 
warranty is extended. 


Likewise, parts and products to be covered or not covered 


in the warranty are to be fully explained. Duration of the 
warranty must also be contained in the written guarantee, as 
well as in what length of time and how a consumer can obtain 
warranty-promised services or remedies. 


The manufacturer may elect the remedy — replacement, 


refund or repair — for products under warranty. 


However, the new FTC regulations specify that the 


manufacturer also must provide methods through which infor- 
mal warranty disputes may be settled These settlement 
procedures must be briefly outlined in the written warranty. 


Must Allow Time 


The consumer must allow the manufacturer time to repair 


or replace the product or refund the actual or depreciated cost 
of the product, whichever he elects. 


If the consumer is not satisfied with the manufacturer's 


remedy, he may file a complaint with the manufacturer's dis- 
pute settlement agency. 
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Only then can an individual consumer file a civil case 


against the manufacturer. 


At this point, a suit can be filed with any U.S. District Court 


or state court which has jurisdiction over the case. A consumer 
may be awarded not only restitution for the product and con- 
sequential damages incurred, but also the costs of the legal 
litigations, such as attorney's fees and court costs, the FTC 
ruled. 


Also included in the FTC warranty rules is the prominent 


labeling of warranties as "full" or "limited." 


A full warranty must comply with the FTC's minimum stan- 


dards, which include setting a time limit in which replacements 
repairs or refunds should be made. 


Even If Gift 


For example, if a man purchased a fully guaranteed dish- 


washer, the manufacturer must make repairs—without cost 
to the purchaser — within a reasonable amount of time If a ful- 
ly guaranteed dishwasher were purchased for the man's 
daughter, and in her possession, terms of the warranty would 
still be applicable. Previously, many warranties limited 
coverage to the person purchasing the item. 


In addition, if the merchant selling the dishwasher made 


certain "implied" guarantees when the item was sold, the 
manufacturer cannot disclaim or modify these spoken promises, 
according to FTC rules on full warranties.

Restoring Of New Orleans Cemeteries Urged 


New 
Orleans - For 


generations the burial customs 
here have been different from 
those in most of the rest of the 
country. 


To save valuable land that was 


taken foot-by-foot from the 
swamp, New Oceanians 
traditionally have buried their 
dead one on top of the other. 
They use the same tombs over 
and over. 


The bones of the last occupant 


are shoved to the rear of the 
family tomb, his or her coffin is 
burned and the latest coffin is 
placed in front. Then another 
name is added to the list on the 
marble slab that seals the 
opening. 


Since most of the tombs are 


built above-ground to avoid the 
high water table, the city's old 
cemeteries 
have become 


architectural treasures. The 
tombs represent every architec- 
tural style from ancient Egyp- 
tian to modern American. 


Deteriorating 


Now, like much else in "The 


City that Care Forgot," the old 
burying grounds have begun to 
deteriorate seriously as a result 
of years of neglect. That neglect 
has recently stirred a controver- 
sy that could occur only in New 
Orleans 


Out of the controversy has 


come a campaign that aims not 
only to save the city's unique 
cemeteries but also to revive a 
flagging interest in that unusual 
New Orleans institution, the 
recycled tomb. 


The American way of death 


has begun to intrude in this old 
Creole town, along with the 
skyscraper 
and 
the 


superhighway, and some see it 
as an ecological threat. 


The controversy began a few 


weeks ago when a New Orleans 
newspaper reported that the 
Roman Catholic Church in- 
tended to tear down a portion of 
St. Louis Cemetery No 2, which 
was established in 1823 and is 
the second oldest of the city's 
still-used cemeteries. 


A church spokesman said that 


the report was misleading. He 
said the city health department 
had told the church to stop 
burials in a certain part of the 
cemetery, and he added that the 
church expected that the city 
would eventually order the 
church to repair that section or 
tear it down. 


Reaction Angry 


Whatever the church's inten- 


tions, the talk of demolishing 
part of St. Louis Two caused an 
angry reaction, especially among 


people whose forebearers are 
buried there. 


Several well-heeled preser- 


vationists formed an organiza- 
tion called Save Our Cemeteries. 
It quickly attracted about 500 
members and set out to find a 
way to save all the old 
cemeteries from demolition and 
deterioration. 


Its leaders hope to raise 


enough money to repair, restore 
and put back into use hundreds 
of forgotten and abandoned 
sepulchers. 


"We're trying to recycle tombs 


for the use of the 20th Century," 
Mrs. Mary Louise Christovich, 
who heads the organization, 
said. 


But to keep people interested 


in the traditional burial prac- 
tices, she said, the old 
cemeteries must be kept attrac- 
tive and safe. 


Drug parties and muggings 


have become common in St. 
Louis Two. Bums often sleep in 
the empty tombs to get out of in- 
clement weather and they leave 
the tombs littered with bottles 
and cans 


Run Down 


Many of the tombs and wall 


vaults — oven-like cavities built 
four-deep into the brick walls of 
the cemetery — have tilted and 
crumbled in the shifting subsoil 


as the underlying water table has 
subsided. Weeds and bushes 
grow from cracks in the bricks. 


Mrs. Christovich said a fortune 


in ironwork had been stolen and 
lost from the cemeteries. Many 
tombs were decorated with 
wrought-iron crosses and other 
symbols. Some had iron gates 
and fences. 


The more elaborate tombs — 


Gothic, Greek, Egyptian and 
bizarre combinations of other 
styles — were built by burial 
societies whose members con- 
tributed money to the projects. 
Those now rise like small apart- 
ment houses above the simpler 
family tombs and dominate the 
"Cities of the Dead," as the 


cemeteries have been called. 


The preservationists face 


many obstacles, but the greatest 
seems to be money. Only in re-- 
cent years have the owners, such 
as the church, the city, fraternal 
organizations and private 
businesses, been required to put 
aside money for "perpetual 
care." Many of the families who 
own the tombs have moved away 
and lost Interest. 


Leonard 
V. Huber, a 


mausoleum owner and an 
authority on New Orleans 
cemeteries, said, "An old 
cemetery is like an old man. If 
he has no money, nobody is 
going to have anything to do 
with him." 


By some estimates, it would 


take $3 million to repair the 2,- 
500 wall vaults in St. Louis Two. 
That would not make them fit 
for reuse but would simply keep 
them from falling down. 


Speaking of the lack of money 


for restoration, the spokesman 
for the Catholic archdiocese 
said, "It's a matter of priorities. 
History is important, but the 
church is more concerned with 
taking care of people who are 
alive. If it comes to spending $3 
million to repair the cemetery or 
$4.5 million to build five homes 
for the aged, as we are now 
doing, then it's no contest. The 
church is going to build the 
homes for the aged."

Let's assume you're in four 


hearts and West leads the king 
of diamonds. You win with the 
ace and, after drawing two 
rounds of trumps, play the five 
of clubs from dummy. 


This may seem to be an odd 


thing to do at this juncture, but 
there is much to be said in its 
favor. The chief reason is that if 
East wins the trick, you are 
cerjain to make the hand, come 
what may. This is because you 


know from the bidding that East 
has no more diamonds to lead 
and you can therefore even- 
tually endplay him. 


Sure enough, East goes up 


with the ace when the club is led 
and now you are on Easy Street. 
He returns a club, which you 
ruff, and you play a spade to 
dummy, finessing the ten. 


East wins with the jack but is 


stymied. If he returns a club, 
you ruff in your hand, discar- 
ding a diamond from dummy. 


You then concede a diamond to 
West and that ends the hand, as 
there are still two trumps in 
dummy to ruff your remaining 
diamonds. 


If East, after taking the ten of 


spades with the jack, returns a 
spade instead of a club, you 
come home in a different way. 
You win the spade with the 
queen, cash the ace, discarding 
a diamond, and continue with 
the four of spades. 


East plays the king but, in- 


stead of ruffing it, you discard 
another diamond. This finishes 
East off just as effectively as 
before. He must lead a spade or 
a club and, in either case, you 
discard your last diamond as 
dummy ruffs the return. 


East can defeat the contract 


by playing low on the first club 
lead from dummy, but once he 
fails to do so, he cannot recover 
from his self-inflicted wound.

Men And Women 
Will Fly In Space 


Washington (AP) — Medical requirement" will be relaxed for 


spaceships of the 1980s so men and women scientists in reasonable 
health can fly, the space agency's top doctor said. 


Dr. David L. Winter, NASA director for life sciences, also told 


a news conference he sees no medical barrier to flights of up to a 
•year. 


Winter said that experience gained by long-duration flights of 


up to 84 days in the Skylab space station has shown that a man or 
woman does not have to be a perfect physical specimen or even 
require extensive training to fly in space. 


"We are now trying to establish the medical criteria for selec- 


tion of those who will fly in the shuttle and spacelab era," he said. 
"We clearly will relax the requirements. Our approach is to relate 
the medical criteria to the function the individual will perform in 
space " 


"Obviously, the shuttle pilots will have different requirements 


because it will be their responsibility to fly the ship and to handle 
any emergencies," Winter said. He said they will have 
qualifications much like astronauts today. 


"But those scientists and researchers working on experiments 


in the back of the ship in the Spacelab will not have to meet such 
rigid requirements," Winter said "For Spacelab. we would like to 
get the most qualified scientists in space, no matter what their size, 
sex. shape or age." 


"As you move up in age, you naturally have more medical 


problems," he added, "We haven't yet decided on our 
parameters." 


The shuttle is the next general American spaceship Scheduled 


to become operational in 1980, it will be capable of making 100 or 
more round trips into space Spacelab is a small reusable station 
being built by a consortium of European nations. It will be ferried 
into space by a shuttle. 


Winter reported on a recent test by 12 Air Force flight nurse 


volunteers in which they underwent many of the same exercises 
used to qualify astronauts The test included up to two weeks of 
solid bed rest to stimulate the effect of weightlessness on the heart 
and blood vessel system, whirling rides on a centrifuge to stimulate 
gravity forces and other exercises. 


"these initial studies have contributed significantly to the 


technology of space flight and indicate that women can participate 
in spaceshuttle missions." the doctor said 


Reporting on the medical results of the Skylab space station 


program. Winter said. "I feel no concern for a manned flight up to 
a year's duration "

No Funds Lost 
At Indian Center 


By LYNN SILHASEK 


Star Staff Writer 


The Indian Center won't be 


losing any Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare 
Funds because of the resignation 
of the center's director last 
week. 


It may be gaining more 


organization to prevent further 
resignations The center's board 
members were present Tuesday 
night with 
organization 


proposals intended to lessen 
center board-administration con- 
flict that culminated in Sherman 
Wright's resignation. 


"We're not here to close you 


down," said Justin Orr, head of 
the Office of Native American 
Programs (ONAP), an HEW 
division, which last year gave the 
center $35,000 for center ad- 
ministration expenses 


Orr has proposed the center's 


funding be increased to $60,000. 
He suggested an organization 
timetable which he said would 
allow the center to meet applica- 
tion deadlines for ONAP money, 
in addition to lessening board- 
director tensions 


Orr's proposals included ap- 


pointment of a new director by 
March 15, to be paid a $15.000 
salary. An acting manager would 
be appointed from the Lincoln 
community by the board in the 
interim 


He also suggested the center's 


constitutional bylaws committee 


consider revising board elec- 
tions. Under the present setup, 
confusion exists as to the policy- 
making power of the board, and 
how policy is to be carried out by 
the center, Orr said. 


Board members were urged 


by Orr to conduct a needs assess- 
ment survey in Lincoln's Indian 
community to determine what 
Indians would like to see the 
center doing. These needs 
should then be incorporated into 
the plan submitted to ONAP for 
funding, Orr said. 


Board members agreed to con- 


duct committee meetings on 
possible reorganization and on 
whether to conduct the survey. 


According to Orr, other 


federal plans are in the works 
that would provide additional 
assistance to all Indian centers 
suffering 
organizational 


problems. To be made available 
through the secretary of human 
development, two such plans 
would create fiscal and 
organizational workshops center 
officials could attend. A third 
program would allow con- 
sultants to spend a minimum of 
10 days with a center to advise 
on its structure. 


Lincoln's Indian Center is the 


one in a four-state region 
needing additional assistance the 
most, Orr said. Its fiscal 1974 
ONAP allotment of $35,000 "was 
at the bottom of the pile," he 
said.

Produces Little New

(LES) 
proposal to comply with 


the clean air regulations at the 
power plant at 9th and K 
Tuesday night 


Representatives of Citizens for 


Environmental Improvement, 
the American Lung Association 
and the League of Women 
Voters were the only people to 
offer testimony with the excep- 
tion of one LES official 


Susan Samson of CEI said 


their board had unanimously 
concurred in the opinion that 
LES bhould be totally converted 
from coal as a fuel by July 31, 


• 1975. 


She said that in 1973 LES had 


promised to be in compliance 
with the Clean Air Act by Oc- 
tober 1974, adding that the Clean 
Air Act is useless if it is not en- 
forced. 


She said there are adequate 


storage facilities available to 
use fuel oil and still have reliable 
steam heat 


Association Goal 


Marjone Bartels of the 


American Lung Association said 
the goal of her organization is 
the prevention of lung diseases. 
and keeping the air clean is a 
major tool in reaching that goal 


Mrs 
Bartels said sulfates 


formed from sulfur dioxide are 
a major contributing factor to 
respiratory problems. 


She said" as the sulfate level in- 


creases, asthmatics have in- 
creased prolfiems, the elderly 
experience heart and lung 
problems, the death rate in- 
creases and over a long period of 
time acute respiratory diseases 
in children increase 


Mrs Bartels said LES is emit- 


ting particulates and 
sulfur 


dioxide in excess of acceptable 
standards, and allowing them to 


continue is a violation of 
citizens' right to clean air. 


League Agrees 


Sandra Seidelman of the 


League of Women Voters echoed 
previous statements saying the 
continued burning of coal is a 
violation of the intent of the 
Clean Air Act and there is other 
fuel available. 


LES spokesman Phil Michaels 


said the compliance schedule is 
proposed to enable LES to 
"maintain the integrity of the 
system " 


He said if fuel oil is the only 


source of power, it may be dif- 
ficult "to support the plant." 


Michaels said storage is not 


adequate to go through the 
winter, and in the coldest 
months the oil often has to be 
preheated before it can be 
pumped out of the railroad tank 
cars. 


He said that over the nine- 


month heating period, the K 
Street plant does not emit more 
pollutants than allowed by law 
but that the trouble only arises 
during peak months. 


Testimony from the hearing 


will be sent to the Kansas City, 
Mo , office of the Environmental 
Protection Agency for the final 
decision on the proposed com- 
pliance schedule.

There is nothing lewd about 


belly dancing, according to a 
practioner and teacher of the an- 
cient Mideastern art. 


"Some women try to make it 


look bad," Brenda Splettstoesser 
told a group of students in the 
Niehardt Residential Center in a 
meeting intended to stir interest 
in classes she is teaching at the 
YWCA. 


"I've seen women put on 


costumes like mine and go dan- 
cing go-go. That's not very fair 
because people get the wrong 
impression. 


Pros Don't Play 


"Professional belly dancers 


don't play with the gentlemen in 
the crowd with their veil. They 
don't try to hip a man off his 
chair. 


"Women who dance in a bad 


way are only in it for the money. 
It's kind of a slap in the face," 
said the 17-year-old East High 
student, who has been belly dan- 
cing for ZVz years, some of the 
time professionally 


"At all times you're a lady," 


she said. 


Nonetheless, the sinuous, 


writhing movements of belly 


dancing are intended to be sen- 
suous. 


"You try in your dancing to 


look the most sensuous, the most 
beautiful," Brenda said. 


4,000 Years Old 


The art of belly dancing was 


created in Mideastern slave 
markets about 2000 b.c. she said. 
The better a girl looked, the 
better the home she was 
purchased by. 


The term "belly" dancing is a 


corruption of the Arab word 
beledi, which means native 
dance or native movement. 


"The "belly roll", or ripple 


produced by contraction and 
relaxation of the stomach 
muscles is not actually part of 
the art, she said. 


Brenda began belly dancing in 


Columbus, Ohio, when she was 
fourteen. Eventually she began 
dancing for private parties. She 
worked briefly in a Greek 


restaurant before her parents 
moved to Lincoln. 


She was introduced to belly 


dancing by her mother. "The 
reason my mother did it was to 
surprise my father. She certainly 
did," Brenda said. 


Not An Expert 


Despite her experience, Bren- 


da does not consider herself an 
expert on the art. "It takes about 
five years to get a good grasp of 
it," she said. 


"Quack" courses, books and 


records that promise to teach a 
woman how to belly dance in a 
few lessons and bear titles like 
"Six Steps to Sin" are mis- 
representing the art, she said. 


"You are more covered than 


you would be on the beach. 
Otherwise I wouldn't be doing it. 
My parents wouldn't let me." 


Brenda has made her own 


dancing clothes. The beaded belt 
in her costume represents work 
over an entire year. 


Belly dancing is done to 


Greek, Egyptian or Turkish 
music, played with stringed in- 
struments such as the oud, 
which looks somewhat like a 
mandolin, flutes and tabla or 
derbecki drums. 


The dancer herself wears 


finger cymbals. 


'Floor Work' 


A belly dance, she said, may 


last 20 minutes. Major segments 
include one of very slow dance 
movements in which the women 
performs what is known as 
"floor work." 


In this segment of the dance 


the woman goes to her knees. As 
her hips beat steadily, she arches 
her back, perhaps until the 
crown of her head touches the 
floor. Her pelvis rises and falls to 
the rhythyms of the music. 


The highlight of the dance, 


Brenda said, is the drum solo, to 
which the woman responds to 
fast hip beats

City, County Use Sharing Funds Differently

Federal revenue sharing funds 


have purchased land for the new 
Juvenile Attention Center, sub- 
sidized the city bus system, paid 
for a new roof for the city 
auditorium and made the Lin- 
coln Information for the Elderly 
program possible. 


In fact, almost $9 million in 


revenue sharing money has 
come into the city and county 
since the program began three 
years ago. 


Not all this money has been 


spent, but most has been 
allocated by the City Council and 
County Board. And since 
revenue sharing funds are 
scheduled to halt in 1976 unless 
Congress extends the program, 
both governments have shied 
away from funding long-term 
projects or using the federal 
money for maintaining many 
current programs. 


Instead, they have spent and 


budgeted chunks for money for 
one-shot projects . graveling 
for county roads, upgrading of 
Westview and Trabert Hall, 10 
police cruisers and numerous 
small grants to nonprofit local 
social service agencies 


Different Directions 


Though both governments 


have spent their money on a 
number of projects, the City 
Council and County Board have 
channeled the funds in different 
directions. 


The county plans to spend 


about twice as much money on 
the social service area, while the 
city has earmarked the greater 
part of its funds for the public 
service area. 


About $4'/z million of the city's 


almost $7 million in revenue 
sharing funds has been ear* 
marked for such projects as land 
for a new fire station, replace- 
ment engines, storm sewers, 
road department graders, a new 
computer, the Centrum project 
and a heating plant for city hall. 


Specifically, the city has 


budgeted $1,180,000 for storm 
sewer improvements, more than 
$770,000 for engineering and 
Street Department, and $883;187 
for the Centrum project. 


However, social services have 


not been neglected. Already 
$415,000 has gone to 15 agencies 
or programs and $150,000 went 
to the Lincoln General 
Hospital's chemical dependency 
unit. More than $132,000 remains 
in the social services pot. 


Holding Back 


The city has held off on any 


large commitment to social ser- 
vices waiting for the hiring of a 
county-city human services 
director. This director is to study 
the human service system of the 
county and determine areas of 
needs which could be met by 
revenue sharing funds, accor- 
ding to council members. 


The County Board, already 


deeply involved in people ser- 
vices through the Weltare 
Department, Lancaster Manor 
and Westview, has poured more 
than $1 million into the social 
services area. 


Almost half the $1 million is 


earmarked for land acquisition, 
and upgrading of the Welfare 
Department and Westview 
facilities. 


Like the city, the county also

than the only other bid and 
much lower than the anticipated 
cost, according to -Jerry Gibson, 
Manor director 


In other action, the board 


solved the nagging problem of 
space in Trabert Hall. The board 
directed the County Welfare 
Department to go ahead with a 
plan to house welfare social ser- 
vice staff on the fourth and part 
of the third floors in Trabert 
Hall and allow the Lincoln Ac- 
tion Program to temporarily 
rent the 17 remaining rooms on 
the third floor. 


Eventually the Welfare 


Department will fill the entire 


building, the board pointed out. 


The board routinely approved

has set aside a large chunk of 
money — $132,135 — for local 
agency social services needs, and 
is hoping for direction from the 
human services director to be 
hired this spring. 


Under the revenue sharing 


program, enacted by Congress in 
1972, federal funds are parcelled 
out to all cities and counties on a 
formula which takes into ac- 
count population, per capita in- 
come and the tax base. 


Little Red Tape 


Unlike categorical federal 


grants, revenue sharing funds in- 
volve little red tape and much 
local control. The program is 
highly praised by City Council 
members and County Board 
members alike. 


In Nebraska, revenue sharing 


has come at a time when many 
counties are at the top of their 
legal mill levy limit, according to 
Jan Gauger, County Board chair- 
man. Lancaster County invested 
most of the revenue sharing 
funds the first year, then 
budgeted about $1.8 million for 
this fiscal year — the equivalent 
of about three mills, according 
to Mrs. Gauger. 


The city's almost $7 million in 


funds so far has allowed "us to 
do many things we would have 
been hard pressed to do 
otherwise," according to Council 
Chairwoman Helen Boosalis.

game. At this point, dealers-to- 
be generally gravitate toward a 
particular area that interests 
them, such as old jewelry.

It's not hard to find a flea 


market these days. Just look 
around a little. Churches and 
shopping centers may run them 
on Saturdays. Some function 
during special "community 
days." Larger flea markets may 
operate on a regular schedule 
during certain seasons of the 
year. Many will be advertised in 
your newspaper. 


Some shows billed as antique 


fairs are in fact flea markets, 
although you will find antique- 
quality goods there too. The 
more specialized you become 
the more you'll seek out the fairs 
with "antique" in their names. 
You may want to subscribe to 
some of the publications that list 
shows. For guidance, ask a 
dealer which ones he reads. 


Space at a flea market may 


cost anywhere from $4 to $40 a 
day, and must be reserved in ad- 
vance. You'll need a table for 
displaying goods (sometimes you 
can rent one from the operator), 
a chair, boxes and bags for wrap- 
ping items, business cards, and a 
pad of sales slips that can be 
prepared in duplicate. You may 
also need a second-hand dealer's 
license. 


If you travel from show to 


show, it's smart to have 
something distinctive about your 
display, so customers will 
remember it. With annual 
shows, try to get the same stall 
every year. All goods should be 
tagged, and you'll save a lot of 
time if you refuse to haggle. Try 
to get someone to help you sell. 
It means another pair of eyes for 
spotting shoplifters. 


You may make pricing mis- 


takes at first. Mostly you'll un- 
derprice, because you won't 
believe what some people will 
pay for old items. Dresses of the 
Twenties in good condition may 
bring $100 to $300; alligator 
bags, $100 to $150; tortoise-shell 
combs with rhinestones, $25 to 
$35; steel buckles, $25 a pair. An 
old coke bottle can bring $50. 
The best guide to prices is what 
other dealers charge. With 
experience you'll learn hovv to 
value merchandise properly. 


Don't expect to get rich quick 


selling at flea markets, but it's 
possible for a person of modest 
experience to make $100 a day. 
More can be made as taste and 
abilities improve. 


If you learn anything from 


walking around a flea market, 
it's to not throw anything away, 
ever. Mickey Mouse watches 
are now bringing $500 to $600, 
and Kewpie dolls, $35. The rage 
for old furniture and decorations 
hasn't yet swept up the artifacts 
of the Forties, but it will. Like 
good wine, items of popular 
culture gain value with age. All 
you need to collect your stock is 
a large cellar and patience.

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WFL Bell Silent—Life Seems To Remain In League

Odds are that those obits on the World Football 


League will have to be torn up. At least for another 
spacnn nr en 
season or so. 


But there are growing signs that the league will 
somehow manage to climb out of the grave it tried 
to dig itself last year and attempt another run on 
the consumer's shrinking dollar. 


There is still no firm guarantee of another 


season, but every day WFL President Chris 
Hemmeter spends in his frantic search for money 
men who would like to own a football team seems 
to increase the chances that he will find enough

WFL team lost an incredible $3.5 million last year, 
is not saying what success he is having. But every 
statement he makes is more optimistic than the 
previous one, and he now says he will make an an- 
nouncement on the WFL's future at a press confer- 
ence in New York City on April 6. 


Such long-range announcements about press con- 


ferences are not the kind of thing a league would do 
if it were planning to fold. All of which means that 
those who are making the decisions—which 


probably means Hemmeter alone—believe 


there will be a WFL in 1975. 


But if there is, it won't be on the grandiose level 


imagined by the now-vanquished Gary Davidson 
and it won't be merchandising some of the name 


players whose signings were trumpeted less than a 
year ago. 


And it won't be without the bitter memories 


carried by some creditors who vividly recall a 
season which saw the league pile up more than $20 
million in debts and accumulate a solid reputation 
for broken promises and missed paydays. 


To own a franchise in Hemmeter's WFL, an 


owner must agree to place in escrow the estimated 
money it will take to operate the team. That 
amount has been reported at anywhere from $650,- 
000 to $1.5 million. 


In addition, the WFL has talked about signing its 


players to contracts that would allow them to share 
in their team's profits, thus reducing salary com- 
mitments. That could be a handy devk« since not a 
single team made a profit last year. 


Another problem facing the league is the retire- 


ment of the many debts facing some of its defunct 
teams. In some cases those debts will never be set- 
tled. In the case of back pay for players, some 
teams are working on percentage deals. 


One highly placed WFL source said some teams 


are trying to settle with their players for 20 cents on 
the dollar. Another team was reported to be trying 
to settle for 50 cents on the dollar. 


According to sources and public statements, 


cities most likely to have a WFL franchise in 1975 
are Portland, Ore.; Shreveport, La.; Birmingham, 
Ala.; Anaheim, Calif.; Philadelphia, Chicago and 
Honolulu. That leaves the league still outside many 
of the major television markets, which are crucial 
to any eventual success. 


One plan being studied would take the franchise 


which owns the rights to ex-Miami Dolphins Larry 
Csonka, Paul Warfield and Jim Kiick and place it in 
New York. That plan would place the team in New 
Haven, Conn., until the renovation of Yankee 
Stadium is completed. 


If that occurred, it would give the most exposure 


to the best names the league will have to offer, un- 
less it pulls some coup and signs someone like Joe 
Namath. 


But as the first season of the WFL so aptly il- 


lustrated, it is going to take more than a Namath or 
a Csonka to make the WFL a feasible enterprise. 
The first ingredient must be millions of dollars 
from investors who will have no guarantee of ever 
making a profit.

a left-hander with a relentless at- 
tacking game and a fiery spirit, 
is the new wonder boy of the 
courts, ranked No. 1 in the world 
on impressive victories in the 
Australian, Wimbledon and U. S.

Cut Staff and Save Peanuts 


Presidents, athletic directors and faculty representatives of 


Big Eight Conference member schools will meet Friday after- 
noon in a joint session in Kansas City to tackle the problem of 
rising costs in athletics. 


One of the proposals to be discussed is that a limit on foot- 


ball coaching staffs be imposed at 10 assistants. About all that 
would do is increase the unemployment rolls. 


K wouldn't solve much at all in curbing costs when you con- 


sider that the only schools which would have to cut back more 
than one coach are the two that draw the largest football crowds 
- Nebraska and Oklahoma. 


Oklahoma employs 14 fulltime assistants and Nebraska has 


12, Oklahoma State and Kansas State have 11, Missouri and 
Colorado 10 each, Kansas and Iowa State nine. Those'are figures 
for the 1974 season and could be different under the new 
regimes at KSU and KU. 


Conference commissioner Chuck Neinas told United Press 


International he expected "a modicum, maybe one or maybe 
none" in the way of resistance to tbe proposal. 


My guess is that Nebraska would save only about $35,000 by 


trimming its staff. That's hardly a drop in the bucket when you 
consider that the athletic program budget at most major univer- 
sities runs well over $2 million. Surely there are other ways to 
trim costs. 


A Tournament For Duffers 


With the snow slowly melting and the calendar showing it's 


getting closer and closer to spring, thoughts naturally turn to 
golf. 


This year there's going to be a tourney which should make 


all duffers get out on the practice tee to shape up their game 
because this one is designed for them. 


The tournament will open only.to players carrying an 18 


handicap or more. First prize will be $50,000, just like the 
paycheck Johnny Miller wins once in a while. Entries are 
expected to total 200,000 from all across the nation. 


Promoters of the event say more than $1 million will be 


awarded to duffers in local, regional and national competition. 
And another thing — both men and women can enter. That's a 
first for national competition. 


About 5,000 of the nation's 15,000 golf courses will be used 


in the tourney and the final round will be held at the Tropicana 
Country Club in Las Vegas in late September. 


One of the guys helping promote the tournament is come- 


dian George Gobel, who, incidentally, has an 18 handicap. He 
says it's the tournament for the "forgotten golfer." It will be 
known as the "Duffers Classic." 


The entry fee will be $25 per player for the elimination 


round on local courses and registration deadline will be June 15. 
Computerized pairings will set up elimination play through July, 
regional competition in August to qualify for the national meet. 


The three top winners of each round will receive prizes and 


the two top winners will go to the regionals. The top two from 
regional play will go to the nationals with all expenses paid. 


Gobel said $5 of each $25 tournament fee would go to club 


golf pros for each golfer they sign up for the competition. He 
said a pro would have to sign up seven foursomes — a total of 28 
golfers — to participate. 


I think I'll start a tourney for 25-handicappers and over. I 


might have a chance.
